CARELESS OR NEW 
WORKER AT FAULT 


Inspector Possibly Partly 
Responsible, He Holds 
— Two New  ‘Fool- 
Proof’ Tests Devised 
Since Crash.

A steel fitting machined down 


to only one-tenth of its specified 
thickness “unquestionably” was 
the. cause of the glider disaster 
that took 10 lives at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field last Sunday, J. W. 
Laister, president of Laister-Kauff- 
mann Aircraft Corporation and an 
internationally-known’ glider : de- 
signer, told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter yesterday. 

Official investigators have gener- 
ally agreed that the defective fit- 
ting was responsible for the crash. 
Laister’s analysis was the first to 
describe the nature and extent of 
the defert. ’ 

Laister, who has been making 
gliders since 1928 said his statement 
was based on a personal inspection 
of the wreckage of the craft. He 


said he examined the fitting that 
connected the right wing strut to 
the fuselage. It was apparent, he 
asserted, that the base of the fit- 
ting had been “machine-under- 
sized”—that is, the metal had been 
cut dangerously thin. 

The résult was that the faulty 
part tore loose when subjected to 
a slightly higher strain as the 
glider pilot gained altitude and cut 
free from the tow plane. 

“The base of the fitting should 
have been three-eights of an inch 
thick,” Laister said, “Actually, it 
was only about one-thirty-second of 
an inch thick.” 

Blames Workman, 

He said the blame must rest 
with some careless or inexper- 
ienced workman, and possibly, with 
an inspector. 

Theoretically, Laister said, the 
fitting would have been too thin 
to lift the glider off the ground in 
its weakened condition. “It held up 
enough to get the glider off the 
ground,” he explained, “only be- 
cause the values used in the design | 
are always conservative. That is,” 
any part always is actually a little 
stronger than an engineer is will- 
ing to give it credit for. For ex- 
ample, when we say a piece of 
metal has an allowable strength of 
90,000 pounds per square inch we 
know that actual testing would 
show it capable of 95,000 or 100,000 
pounds tensile strength.” _. 

Not Criticising Corporation. 

Laister made it clear that his 
discussion should not be _ inter- 
preted as a criticism of the Rob- 
wertson Aircraft Corporation, mak- 
ers of the glider. An accident of 
that sort, he explained, “could

END OF RATIONING 


BRINGS DECLINE IN 
SALES OF COFFEE 


Warm Weather, Fact Many 
Families Had Reserves 
Given as Reasons. 


The end of coffee rationing not 
only did not bring the rush of cof- 
fee lovers to the stores that many 
persons thought it would, but it 
actually brought a decline in sales 
estimated as high as 50 per cent 
by mangaers of some of the larg- 
est food stores in St. Louis. Other 
stores reported lesser decreases, 
and some said they had had slight 
increases in coffee sales. 

Those having sharp decreases 
were agreed that warm weather 
plus the more liberal allotments 
given under the last few coffee 
stamps were responsible. July and 
August always are the lowest 
months in coffee sales as iced tea 
and other cold drinks come into 
demand, it was explained. 

The average housewife took ad- 
vantage of this lessened coffee 
drinking by her family by spend- 
ing her coffee stamps anyway, thus 
“getting a little ahead.” The re- 
sult is, the store managers agreed, 
that most homes have a reserve 
supply which is now being used 
up, and coffee sales will not get 
back to normal for a few weeks. 
Restaurants on the whole are. 
serving customers a second cup of 
coffee on requect, but several 
restaurant owners said few per- 
sons are asking for it.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

American troops in. Sicily have 
seized Troina, threatening to split 
Nazi forces in half, and British 
units moving up from the south- 
east have taken Biancavilla from 
Italians, headquarters and field re- 
ports announced today.

Smolensk Evacuation.

A steel fitting machined down 


to only one-tenth of its specified 
thickness “unquestionably” was 
the cause of the glider disaster 
that took 10 lives at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field last Sunday, J. W. 
Laister, president of Laister-Kauff- 
mann Aircraft Corporation and an 
internationally-known glider de- 
signer, told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter yesterday. 

Official investigators have gener-| 
ally agreed that the defective fit- 
ting was responsible for the crash. 
Laister’s analysis was the first to 
describe the nature and extent of 


the defect. 

Laister, who has been making 
gliders since 1928 said his statement 
was based on a. personal inspection 
of the wreckage of the craft. He 
said he examified the fitting that’ 
connected the right wing strut to 
the fuselage. It was apparent, he 
asserted, that the base of the fit- 
ting had been “machine-under- 
sized”—that is, the metal had been 
cut dangerously thin. 

The result was that the faulty 
part tore loose when subjected to 
a slightly higher strain as the 
glider pilot gained altitude and cut 
free from the tow plane. 

“The base of the fitting should 
have been three-eighths of an inch 
thick,” Laister said, “Actually, it 
was only about one-thirty-second of 
an inch thick.” 

Blames Workman, 

He said the blame must rest 
with some careless or inexper- 
fenced workman, and possibly, with 
an inspector. 

Theoretically, Laister said, the 
fitting would have been too thin 
to lift the glider off the ground in 
its weakened condition. “It held up 
enough to get the glider off the 
ground,” he explained, “only be- 
cause the values used in the design 
are always conservative. That is, 
any part always is actually a little 
stronger than an engineer is will- 
ing to give it credit for. For ex- 
ample, when we say a piece of 
metal has an allowable strength of 
90,000 pounds per square inch we 
know that actual testing would 
show it capable of 95,000 or 100,000 
pounds tensile strength.” 

Laister made it clear that his

United States airplane production 
reached a new high of 7373 mili- 
tary planes in July, it was an- 
nounced today, but the output fell 
behind unannounced schedules. 

In a joint statement, Chairman 
Donald Nelson and Vice-Chairman 
Charles E. Wilson of the War Pro- 
duction Board said J uly production 
exceeded June’s by 4. pcr cent in 
numbers and 4 per cent in weight, 
with an increase of 13 per cent in 
heavy bombers. 

Plane production must be in- 
creased “still faster and reach still 
higher quotas” in order to meet 
the schedules of the armed forces, 
Nelson and Wilson reported. 

"Production of all military goods, 
including planes, has now reached 
a level at which additional gains 
oan be made “only by the most de- 
termined effort,” they said, adding: 

“The July record in aircraft pro- 
duction, while not up to the high 
schedules set, clearly shows that 
the trend is .definitely upward. 
Nevertheless it must be emphasized 
that a very hard, difficult job is 
still ahead of us that will call for 
all the effort we can muster.” 

The total of 7373 planes in July 
does not include gliders.

A steel fitting machined down 
to only one-tenth of its specified 
thickness “unquestionably” was 
the cause of the glider disaster 
that took 10 lives at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field last Sunday, J. W. 
Laister, president of Laister-Kauff- 
mann Aircraft Corporation and an 
internationally-known glider de- 
signer, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday, 

Official investigators have gener- 
ally agreed that the defective fit- 
ting was responsible for the crash. 
Laister’s analysis was the first to 
describe the nature and extent of 
the defect. 

Laister, who has been making 
gliders since 1928 said his statement 
was based on a personal inspection 
of the wreckage of the craft. He 
said he examined the fitting that 
connected the right wing strut to 
the fuselage. It was apparent, he 
asserted, that the base of the fit- 
ting had been “machine-under- 
sized”—that is, the metal had been 
cut dangerously thin. 

The result was that the faulty 
part tore loose when subjected to 
a slightly higher strain as the 
glider pilot gained altitude and cut 
free from the tow plane. 

“The base of the fitting should 
have been three-eighths of an inch 
thick,” Laister said, “Actually, it 
was only about one-thirty-second of 
an inch thick.” 

Blames Workman, 

He said the blame must rest 
with some careless or: inexper- 
ienced workman, and possibly, with 
an inspector. 

Theoretically, Laister said, the 
fitting would have been too thin 
to lift the glider off the ground in 
its weakened condition. “It held up 
enough to get the glider off the 
ground,” he explained, “only be- 
cause the values used in the design 
are always conservative. That is, 
any part always is actually a little 
stronger than an engineer is will- 
ing to give it credit for. For ex- 
ample, when we say a piece of 
metal has an allowable strength of 
90,000 pounds per square inch we 
know that actual testing would 
show it capable of 95,000 or 100,000 
pounds tensile strength.”

Army Nurse Receives Decorations 
For Hero-Husband, Now a Prisoner 


LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP).—On be- 
half of her husband, Capt. Paul W. 
Brown of Youngstown, O., now a 
prisoner in Italian hands, Maj. Gen. 
Jacob L, Devers, commander of 
American forces in the European 
theater, tonight presented Second 
Lt. Helen Page Brown of the Army 
Nurses Corps a silver star for gal- 
lantry and the Purple Heart for 
battle wounds. The ceremony was 
broadcast to the United States. 


Capt. Brown, an attorney in civil 
life, was wounded and captured in 
North Africa when -he “personally 
and voluntarily led a platoon of his 
company forward to fire on ad- 
vancing tanks and cover the with- 
drawal of American forces,” the 
citation said. “As a result of his 
daring and heroic action three 
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enemy tanks were destroyed and 
others damagéd.” 

Praising the wartime courage 
and ability of women, especially 
nurses, Gen. Devers said “in giving 
you these two medals... to keep 
for your husband . . . I commend 
you as well as Capt. Brown.” 

Mrs. Brown, who became an 
Army nurse because “our country 
needed nurses, that’s all,” said she 
had heard from her husband only 
once since he was captured. His 
postcard message said his leg 
wound was healing and that he 
was well.

We must get 
into Russia all the munitions we 
can possibly get in there to imple- 
ment that man power and exploit 
that position. It further follows 
that the Allies are bound to exert 
every possible effort to divert Ger- 
man forces from the Russian 
front so that the Russians can do 
even better.” 

Cites Supply Problem. 

He did not touch on what has to 
be done to keep China in the war, 
although he noted that “it is all 
too apparent what the difficulties 
are in getting supplies to China.” 
(The method most frequently spec- 
ulated on is the launching this fall 
of a campaign to drive the Japa- 
nese out of Burma and reopen the 
Burma road. At present all sup- 
plies to China move by air from 
India.) 

King,.Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States fleet and a member 
of the highest Allied war councils, 
discussed the fundamentals of pres- 
ent strategy in an interview with 
wire service reporters regularly as- 
signed to the Navy. The confer- 
ence was requested by the report- 
ers because this is the anniversary 
of the landings on Guadalcanal, 
start of the first American offen- 
sive operation of the war. 

While the main effort of the Al 
lies has been directed against Ger- 
many and Italy, the Admiral ex- 
plained, Pacific operations thus far 
are “rather more than what are 
commonly called holding opera- 
tions.” He said this was true “be- 
cause we have a general plan 
whereby we maintain unremitting 
pressure on the Japanese wherever 
they may be got at with the means 
available.” 

Amplifying this, he said the con- 
certed plan being followed calls 
for “undertaking those offensive 
operations which will lead to two 
things: One, cramping the enemy 
communications still more and, 
two, at the same time taking away 
from the enemy the positions 
which he holds and which enable 
us to give him more hell as we go 
along.” 

No “Eccentric” Operations. 

“That’s the general concept,” he 
said, adding that there are no oper- 
ations in the Pacific which can be 
called in military parlance “eccen- 
tric.” Those, he explained, are ac- 
tions which seem attractive and 
profitable but which are really off 
the main line of effort. 

In this connection it was sug- 
gested to him that some persons 
had questioned whether the con- 
quest of Attu last May fitted in 
with over-all essential strategy in 
the Pacific. He commented it was 
all part of a concerted plan. 

The Admiral said that there had 
been “some very caustic criticism 
from some quarters—fortunately 
not widespread—about the Guadal- 
canal operations.” 

The American attack on Guadal- 
canal, he said, “was in effect a 
natural” and “if we had not acted 
promptly with the means at hand, 
we would simply have allowed 
trouble to pile up for us.” 

Means Now at Hand. 

For a time then things went 
“rather slowly” in the South and 
Southwest Pacific areas, King said, 
but that was due to what he called 
“a lack of means.” Now, he said, 
the situation has reached the point 
where it is possible to have an 
advance under way in the Solo- 
mons and another advance in the 
New Guinea area all under the 
direction of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

In this connection, incoming dis- 
patches gave evidence of a con- 
spicuous growth of Allied aerial 
power in the Southwest Pacific, 
and a dropping off in offensive 
attacks by the Japanese. There 
have beeen no reported repetitions 
of the enemy’s 100-plane raids 
such ag were made on New Guinea 
a few weeks ago.

Smolensk Evacuation. 


As the Red Army increased its 
threat to Kharkov and Bryansk, 
Russian dispatches reported the 
Germans had begun evacuation of 
civilians from Smolensk and the 
area around the great Nazi base on 
the central front 220 miles west of 
Moscow. Guerrillas behind the en- 
emy lines said the Germans were 
moving the population west and 


also taking away all metal and/: 


other potential war materials. 

Smolensk, perhaps the most im- 
portant German base in Russia, 
has been endangered by the col- 
lapse of the Orel salient to the 
southeast. The Russians already 
hold positions to the northeast be- 
tween Yartsevo and Vyazma, less 
than 50 miles from Smolensk. 

There have been reports for sev- 
eral days that the Nazis were 
showing signs of uncertainty 
whether to remain in the city 
where Adolf Hitler established his 
headquarters for the 1941 drive on 
Moscow. 

The last remnants of Germans 
who defended the Orel salient were 
streaming back through Karachev 
toward Bryan@™ under a hail of 
Russian bombs and hotly pursued 
by tanks, mobile guns and infantry. 
The Karachev-Bryansk Railway 
constituted their last main avenue 
of escape after the capture of 
Kromi Friday closed the road 
southwest from Orel. 

The army newspaper Red Star 
said the Nazis formerly placed

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 7 (AP).—

NEW YORK, Aug. 7 (AP).—The 

U. S. S. Lafayette, formerly the 
huge French liner Normandie, 
which burned Feb. 9, 1942, and 
rolled over on its port side in the 
Hudson River mud, has begun to 
shudder upright again. 
But it is righting itself so slowly 
as water is pumped from its hull, 
that the salvage engineers have 
ribbed up a huge gadget 6n the 
promenade deck to tell them what 
progress is being made. They call 
the device an “inclinometer.” To- 
day it showed that the ship already 
had risen 11 feet out of the river 
mud, and Navy men were pleased. 
The “inclinometer” is about two 
stories high, and it looks like a 
huge ruler which has been bent 
into a semicircle, then hung on a 
balance so that it can swing like a 
pendulum. It-is white with black 
numerals, which mark off the de- 
grees of a circle, and there is an 
indicator which marked the angle 
at 79 degrees, at which the ship 
was lying when the pumping start- 
ed. 
As the ship folls upright, pumps 
sucking out the water which 
weighs it, the indicator crawls to- 
ward 60 degrees, 52 degrees, 45 de- 
grees, 

After all the water has been re- 
moved, the engineers figure the 
vessel still will list about 20 de- 
grees, until the heavy bulkheads 
have been removed, but it will be a 
ship again. 

Captain’s Statement. 

Capt. B. E. Manseau of the Navy, 
in charge of the salvage operations, 
said: “We have started the right- 
ing operation and work is progress- 
ing deliberately according to a 
planned schedule.”

He re- 
ceived his early education in Co- 
lombia and later attended Sapienza 
University at Rome and the Sor- 
bonne in Pafis.

easily measured at any time, even 
after the part is welded ‘in place. 
The tiny hole, of course, in no way 
weakens the part, 


Laister said it would be vir- 
tually impossible to determine 
which of the several subcontract- 
ors associated with the Robertson 
company produced the faulty fit- 
ting. However, he said, since the 
‘accident subcontractors have been 
directed to place an identifying 
mark or brand on all parts coming 
from their plants. In the past, 
he said, such branding has been 
required only on larger parts. 


Several of the theories that were 
advanced in explanation of the ac- 
cident were “pretty silly,” Laister 
said, and showed their exponents, 
not connected with the official in- 
quiries, to be woefully unfamiliar 
with glider construction and de- 
sign. The “prop wash”—the force 
of air from the propeller of the 
tow plane—is no threat to a ‘glider, 
he said, pointing out that gliders 
fly frequently at night and in 
heavy weather when the glider 
pilot cannot see the tow plane. 
Often, he said, two gliders are 
towed side by side without any 
“prop wash” hazard. 


“Many persons have the idea 

that a glider is a fragile craft,” 
Laister said, “but a glider is as 
sturdy as an airplane. Gliders are 
built to withstand the same fo 
as a plane built for —— 
speed. In fact, a glider will sus- 
tain /more severe landing condi- 
tions than a plane of the same 
size. Gliders are designed to land 
on rough terrain and must stand 
shocks that planes are not ex- 
pected to stand, 
' “The Army quality control regu- 
lations are as rigid for gliders as 
they are for engine-powered craft. 
And a glider, like an airplane, can 
support a load as high as eight or 
ten times its own weight.” 

Sunday's tragedy, he stressed, in 
no way indicated any inherent 
weakness in gliders. Craft of the 
same type as the one that crashed 
have been used widely by the Army 
for many months, he said, and the 
Army has given no indication that 
it does not intend to proceed with 
its full glider program as original- 
ly contemplated. 

Gliders have proved their worth 
in recent months, he pointed out, 
both in actual battle and in 
maneuvers in this country. They 
have had important roles in the 
invasion of Sicily and as trans- 
Atlantic cargo planes. He said it 
was his understanding that hun- 
dreds of these ships are in active 
service at present, 

Glider accidents, when they do oc- 
cur, Laister said, are usually less 
serious than those involving 
powered aircraft because gliders 
land at lower speeds. Also, he said,

Assails Biddle’s Decision 
Which Permitted Bal- 
loting at Allis-Chalmers 
Plants. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
CIO President Philip Murray 
asked today that President Roose- 
velt instruct. Attorney General 
Biddle to reconsider’ a decision 
that any group of employes, how- 
ever small, may obtain a strike 
ballot in a plant. 

In a letter to the President, 
Murray declared that the result 
of Biddle’s decision was “sheer 
chaos,” demonstrated “a complete 
gsense of irresponsibility” and 
could not possibly reflect the in- 


tent of Congress” when it ap- 
proved the Smith-Connally act. 
This law directs that the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board take 
a strike vote within 30 days after 
a labor dispute, which may lead 
to a strike, arises in a war plant. 


Allis-Chalmers Case. 

Biddle’s decision was in connec- 
tion with the case of two Spring- 
field (Ill) plants of the Allis- 
Chalmers Manufacturing Co., 
where last Wednesday a majority 
of employes voted for a strike. 
The notice of a labor dispute and 
call for a strike ballot was filed 
by District 50 of John L. Lewis’ 
United= Mine Workers, rival of 
the CIO United Farm Equipment 
and Metal Workers of America. 
The CIO group was certified by 
the NLRB in June of last year as 
collective‘ bargaining. agency for 
employes of the plants. 

The NLRB had asked Biddle 
whether it should conduct a strike 
ballot on notice from a “minority 
group.” 

Previously, the NLRB had re- 
jected a petition from District 50 
for a collective bargaining elec- 
tion to determine whether it 
should replace the CIO union as 
the employes’ representative. Dis- 
trict 50 contended the result of the 
strike baliot showed it was sup- 
ported by a majority of employes. 
It has asked the NLRB to recon- 
sider its request for a bargaining 
election and, meantime, has held 
up action on the question of ac- 
tually calling a strike. 

Biddle’s Opinion. 

Biddle said in his opinion that 
Roosevelt and Administration of- 
ficials had warned Congress of 
“the possible disturbing effects of 
taking strike ballots in plants 
where labor relations have been 
gtabilizied by collective bargaining 
agreements.” Nevertheless, the 
legislators enacted the legislation, 
he continued, and its purpose 
might be defeated if only repre- 
sentatives of a majority of its 
employes could call for a strike 
ballot. 

Murray told Roosevelt that this 
“ugly opiniofi” encouraged stop- 
pages of work. 

“T respectfully submit,” he said, 
“that the seriousness of the situa- 
tion warrants the resubmission of 
the entire matter.”

Screening Examination Waived in 
Certain Cases. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
Selective Service headquarters has 
empowered local draft boards to 
waive the usual screening exami- 
mation before placing in 1-A men 
registered with them but now liv- 
ing elsewhere. 

A spokesman said today the pur- 
pose was to facilitate classification 
of men in communities where it is 
difficult or impossible for them 
to have a screening examination. 
He expressed the opinion that in 
actual practice there would be 
little use of the waiver power. 

The screening examination is the 
preliminary physical test and is 
intended to weed out from pros- 
pective inductees those with ob- 
vious physical defects making 
them unfit for service. 


Ickes Names Power Consultant. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes to- 
night announced the appointment 
of Alvin J. Wirtz of Texas, former 
Under Secretary of the Interior, as 
a consultant on power matters.

To help speed this work, one of the guns was promptly 


‘shipped to us at Detroit with the existing drawings and

specifications for its more than 1500 parts. When the gun 
arrived it was taken apart and studied piece by piece to 
determine how each part could best be made. At the same 
time our engineers and draftsmen began the new draw- 
ings and specifications for all the parts. 


On February 3, came an order from the U. S. Navy to 
build a pair of test guns at once. As work on these first 
two guns advanced, our technicians and production spe- 
cialists continued their efforts toward simplification of 
construction and assembly, and determined the tools and 
equipment that would be required for — quantity 
production. 


A study of the gun by our planning and — 
specialists indicated that the making of more than half 


the parts could be sub-contracted to other companies. We 
began at once to place orders with some 1836 subcon- 
tractors, located in 281 towns in 30 states. 


On June 20, 1941, we were authorized to set up to 
build the gun in two types — water-cooled, twin mounted 
guns for the Navy, and air-cooled, mobile mounted guns 
with single barrels for the Army. 


The two test guns on which we had been working were 
now completed. Within ten days they were tested by the 
U.S, Army Ordnance Department and approved. 


Plymouth, Dodge, De Soto and Chrysler plants were 
given their assignments tq manufacture certain parts of 
the guns that were best suited to their facilities. 


As gun production got under way the experience gained 
in years of car and truck production, and the cooperation 
of Army and Navy engineers, aided us in developing 
manufacturing short-cuts which saved much time, mate- 
rial and use of machine tools. 


One part formerly machined from solid brass was

changed to a combination of steel and bronze, saving 
50,000 pounds of precious brass per month. 


We formed the gunsight plate from powdered. metal. 
This was faster, saving not only machine time but mate- 
rial, too. 


We made the flash-hider from a plain steel tube instead 
of a solid forging, saving greatly in time and over 50% of 
the material. 


Gun barrel drilling time was cut in half, and rifle groov- 
ing was reduced from six hours to forty-five minutes. Many 
other time and material saving short-cuts were worked out 
as gun production moved ahead. 


The care and precision with which each part is made en- 
ables us to put the guns together in one-thirtieth the time 
required before we applied quantity production methods.

Troina—the forward screen pro- 
tecting the German retreat from 
the south on the road west of 
Mount Etna—capitulated to Allen’s 
men after a creeping artillery bar- 
rage and overwhelming air attacks 
ferreted out and destroyed the ma- 
chine-gu& and mortar nests of the 
elite German 29th Motorized Divi- 
sion, killing and wounding -many 
of the Nazis. 

It was a five-day battle of the 
most savage fighting the Ameri- 
cans have encountered, and it took 
three days of concentrated fire- 
power to destroy the enemy de- 
fenses on the mile-high positions. 
Troina’s. inhabitants were bitter 
against the Germans. 

(Premature field reports on 
Tuesday had said Troina was 
taken.) 

Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s 
Canadian and British advance 
guards were throwing back the 
15th and Goering Divisions into a 
possible trap if the Americans suc- 
ceeded in reaching Bronte or 
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Randazzo on the circular Mount 
Etna road before the enemy’s with- 
drawal is completed. 

Stiffer Fighting in North. 
' The official account of ground 
actions yesterday was contained in 
this communique: 

“The Eighth Army continues to 
portions of its 
front. During their withdrawal 
the Germans are making exten- 
sive use of demolitions and booby 
traps on the limited communica- 
tions of the area. 

“Troina was captured early on 
the 6th of August by the United 
States Seventh Army, which is 
meeting stiffening resistance in 
the coastal sector to the north.

Air Force on Rampage. 

The air war rose to new heights 
with the assault upon Messina, an- 
other raid on battered Naples, and 
hundreds of sorties by bombers 
and fighters in Sicily. Aerial 
bombing brought the fall of Bian- 
cavilla, and other towns were be- 
ing similarly softened up. There 
was closest co-operation between 
air and ground forces. 

The crusher blow on Messina 
was dealt by Flying Fortresses, 
Wellingtons, Marauders and Mit- 
chells, with bombs rained on 
docks, shipping, and road junc- 
tions in the narrow area about the 
strait. Adrano, Bronte, and Ran- 
dazzo in the Mount Etna area 
were heavily bombed. 

Canadian Wellingtons raided Na- 
ples jast night and one pilot said 
there were sO many fires in Na- 
ples that he first mistook the city 
for Mount Vesuvius and “couldn’t 
tell the difference until we got 
over the target area.”” Blockbust- 
ers added anew to the fearful 
wreakage in the port. 

The many hundreds of missions 
flown yesterday cost eight Allied 
planes. 

Royal Air Force four-engined 
Liberators and Halifaxes from 
Libya left huge fires raging on 
railway sidings and in the vicinity 
of the ferry terminus at San Gio- 
vanni, a Middle East communique 
announced. No planes were lost in 
the operation, 

Messina Flak Lighter. 

The concentration of antiaircraft 
guns at Messina was being thinned 
out by the hail of bombs. Scores 
of small boats used to take Axis 
troops into and out of Sicily have 
been destroyed. 

The Fortresses hammered road 
junctions, Marauders escorted by 
Lightnings hit roads at nearby 
Badjassa, and Mitchells pounded 
the arteries in the village of Gesso. 
Seven barges and a merchant ves- 
sel were hit in Messina Straits, 
and 30 landing craft were bombed 
on the beaches. 

Forty-eight Axis trucks were 
wrecked near Randazzo, and Am- 
erican planes got 28 more on the 
coast road near Rosamo on the 
toe of Italy. 

(In London, the Daily Mail in a 
Cairo dispatch said 12,000 enemy 
planes had been destroyed or cap- 
tured in the Middle East and in 
North Africa since Italy entered 
the war three years ago. Of these, 
8000 were German craft.) 


ALLIED AIR FORCE 
TURNS ON POWER 


By JOSEPH MORTON 


AN ADVANCED ALLIED AIR 
BASE IN SICILY, Atg. 7 (AP).— 
Striking from bases within a few 
minutes flight of the battle zone, 
American bombers and fighter- 
er-bombers in Sicily are stepping 
up their attacks to the tempo of 
the closing weeks of the Tunisian 
campaign, when the Germans were 
put to rout. 

The prompt delivery of bombs or- 
dered by the American Seventh 
and British Eighth Armies brought 
the capitulation of one enemy-held 
town, Biancaville, yesterday and 
so softened up several others that 
their capture is believed to be a 
matter of hours. 

Altogether, nearly 250 bombing 
sorties were made over the area 
just west of Mount Etna. 

A few minutes after B-25 
Mitchells bombed the highway just 
outside Biancaville Italian soldiers 
appeared waving white sheets. 

A large formation of Mitchells 
also banketed Adrano with heavy 
demolition charges laid down in 
patterns. 

“I don’t see how there could be 
much resistance left there,” First 
Lt. Melvine McEuen, Riverside, 
Cal., one of the Mitchell flyers, 
said on his return. “Another day 
or two of this kind of stuff and 
we will be going down hill.” 

The Mitchell outrit supplied air 
support to the Highth Army in the 


Libyan and Tunisian campaigns. 
-“We've been with them all the 
way from El Alamein,” First Lt. 
Ward Fleming, of St. Paul, Minn., 
another pilot, remarked. 

“We are working now just like 
we've worked in other campaigns. 
We are going hot and heavy now, 
but before long the troops will 
start moving so fast we can’t keep 
up with them. That’s the way 
Monty (Gen, Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery) works.” 

A-36 Invaders, meanwhile, threw 
their greatest concentration yet 
against the Troina-Randazzo road 
and struck at the mountain town 
of Cesaro. 

Antiaircraft fire was severe at 
first, but later ceased completely. 

“We took it apart section by sec- 
tion,” said Capt. Richard C. Ban- 
bury, Wichita, Kan.

The three men said that the fish- 
ing trip was the first time they 
had used gasoline for pleasure 
driving since galosine rationing be- 
gan, and that they did not regard 
their action as a serious offense.

used,

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*HYDRAULIC DUMP BODIES 
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PHILHARMONIC HEAD 
REPLIES TO PETRILLO 


Urges Lifting of Record Bar 
in Answer to Request for 
Free Concerts. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
Marshall Field, president of the 
Philharmonic-Symphonic Society of 
New York, indicated to President 
James C, Petrillo of the American 
Federation of Musicians today he 
wished the latter would modify his 
bar on broadcast recordings. 

“The society desires,” Field told 
Petrillo in a letter, “—in fact re- 


quires, the royalties from its re- 
cordings in order to insure the 
continuance of the orchestra which 
you are proposing to borrow. The 
other great symphonic orchestras 
of this country are similarly situ- 
ated. Their very existence is 
threatened by the loss of recording 
symphonies,’ 


Petrillo’s AFL union had asked 
permission to borrow the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra in 
the union’s announced plan to 
spend at least $250,000, possibly 
$500,000, to provide free concerts 
in small cities of the United States. 
Petrillo said President Roosevelt 
had expressed desire for such con- 
certs. 


Field said he thought his society 


would go along with the free con- 


cert idea provided it involved no |“ 


cost to the society; that cities on 
the tour be approved by the so- 
ciety; that performances be given 
in the orchestra’s name; that con- 
ductors chosen be approved by the 


society+and that none of the con- 
certs be broadcast “or recorded in 
any way.” 

“My plea to you,” said Field in 
his letter, copies of which were 
sent to heads of other large sym- 
phony. orchestras throughout the 
country, “is that you will immedi- 
ately lift your bar on the recording 
of symphonic music throughout 
this country in a manner that not 
even your proposed concerts can 
accomplish. 


“We have the word of the Army 
and Nevy officers, as well as 
civilian officials in Washington, 
that the continuance of recording 
is necessary for the maintenance 
of military and civilian morale, one 
of the primary purposes stated by 
you for your own concerts.” 
Petrillo has prohibited members 
of his union from making musical 
recordings for broadcast use’ on 
the ground they cause unemploy- 
ment among musicians. He could 


not be reached for comment.

man. We had asked Billy about 
the low standing of the Cardi- 
nals in the stolen-base depart- 
ment and he, of course, was talk- 
ing about the high standing of 
the same Cardinals in the per- 
centage column.

ASE stealing records of the 
3 Senators this year were men- 
tioned and Southworth had 
an explanation and a conclusion.

UIS QUINTANILLA is a diplomat who violates all the canons of |, 
In spite of a career that has taken him to Rio de

He now is in Moscow as the first Mexican Minister to the Soviet 


Union in more than 12 years. 


But before he left Washington a few 


weeks ago he published a book that has caused something of an uproar. 


Quintanilla’s parting shot was 
“A Latin Ameriean Speaks” (Mac- 
millan). It is unusual enough for 
a diplomat to write at all, save, 
perhaps, a volume of discreet 
memoirs. To express frank opin- 
ions on current problems is almost 
unheard of. And that is what 
Quintanilla does in his appraisal! 
of relations between the Americas. 


Misconceptions Punctured. 


It might be easy to dismiss him 
as a hot-headed Latin if he did 
not himself puncture so neatly the 
North American myth of the ro- 
mantic, impulsive Latino. In one 
of the most amusing passages of 
his book Quintanilla deals with 
Northern misconceptions of South 
Americans and Southern miscon- 
ceptions of North Americans. 

All Latin Americans, in the mis- 
conception of the average North 
American, have sweeping  side- 
burns, smoldering eyes, dark com- 
plexion. They wear ball-fringed 
sombreros and skin-tight ~charro 
pants. These romantic figures 
spend all their time singing to 
beautiful angel-faced senoritas in 
moonlit patios. 

“Another United States fixation,” 
says*® Quintanilla, “is that Latin 
Americans are never at peace, 
that they always have revolutions. 
The truth is that, partly because 
of our impulsiveness but mainly 
because of serious deficiencies in 
the political life of many of our 
countries, we do lack electoral 
landslides’ and abound in revolu- 
tions. But remember, not to be 
unfair, that violent solutions are 
not the invention nor the monopoly 
of Latin America. Orientals, Euro- 
peans and North Americans are 
equally fond of them when there 
is no other way out. Remember 
that such American leaders as 
Thomas Paine, Jefferson and Lin- 
coln were outspoken advocates of 
revolutions.” 


Romantic Notions. 


In the minds of many North 
Americans the three Rs of Latin 
America are Rhumba, Revolution 
and Romance. Partly, the diplo- 
mat-author intimates, this is in 
response to a repressed desire for 
something highly colored and ro- 
mantic close to home. The Amer- 
ican tourist who motored to Mex- 
fico in the old days saw what he 


States stood in need of co-opera- 
tion and goodwill in the other 
Americas. Therefore it was not 
merely a policy of expediency. The 
war has, however, served to unite 
the nations of the Western Hemi- 
sphere as never before, 

“Columbus discovered America in 
1492,” Quintanilla writes. “Ameri- 
cans waited until 1942. Many fac- 
tors account for the delay. But, 
paradoxically, it took the crimes 
and blunders of a Hitler to hasten 
America’s discovery of America. 
Little wonder that a Latin Ameri- 
can diplomat humorously proposed 
the erection of the Fuehrer’s 
statue, in full military regalia— 
with swastika, mustache and all— 
in the patio of the Pan American 
Union, amidst the languid palms 
and screaming parrots.” 

There is too much emphasis, he 
believes, on North America’s high 
standard of living and South 
America’s low standard. While it 
is true that the one is far above 
the other, there are major defects 
in the North American standard 
which are too often ignored. With 
exceptional candor Quintanilla lists 
some of these defects, 


Abysmal Poverty. 


Then for contrast he points to 
evidences of Latin America’s abys- 
mal poverty. A)most any statistics 
that are available illustrate the 
gulf that separates the northern 
and southern continents, Chile’s 
infant death rate is five times that 
of the United States. The tuber- 
culosis death rate in this country 
is 53.6 per 100,000 ag compared to 
nearly 280 for Chile. 

In a remote region of Yucatan 
careful investigation by the Car- 
negie Institution showed that 68.76 
per Cent of the population died be- 
fore they were 5 years old and 7.93 
per cent died between the ages of 
5 and 15. After 15, the average 
age at death is 38.53. This com- 
pares with the average life span 
for a citizen of the United States 


of 63 years. 

Partly, as Quintanilla makes 
clear, this is due to the scarcity 
of doctors. The overwhelming ma- 
jority of Mexican communities are 
without any medical service what- 
soever. The root causes of the 
shockingly high death rate go 
much deeper, however. Poverty, 
chronic malnutrition and ignor- 


came to see whether it was there 
or not. This romantic misconcep- 
tion, in Quintanilla’s view, makes 
it difficult to comprehend the real- 
ities—the good and the~ bad—of 
life south of the border. 

Latin Americans have equally 
erroneous prejudices about life in 
North America. 

There is a widespread legend 
that the United States is a big 
country, “without tradition,” “with- 
out art,” “without soul.” 

This is a myth with no founda- 
tion, says Quintanilla, adding: 
“The plain truth is that the people 
of the United States are essential- 
ly artistic. It is time that Latin 
Americans became aware of it. I 
believe that nothing has been more 
detrimental to mutual] understand- 
ing in the Americas than the con- 
tinental prejudice 
which all spiritual culture belongs 
to Latin America and all material 
civilization to the United States. 
When that prejudice is erased, a 
great step will have been taken to 
weld North and South.” 


Good Neighbor Policy. 


More than anything else, in 
Quintanilla’s view, the good neigh- 
bor policy of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration has served to unite the 
Americas. It was initiated, he 
points out, long before the United 


ance are the basic causes. . 
“If Latin Americans are to be- 
come more and more involved in 
the fate of democracy,” Quintanilla 
writes, “they must become more 
and more acquainted with its tan- 
gible benefits. And if any last- 
minute Pan-Americanists spoke 
less of spiritual and abstract con- 
ditions and studied more our mate- 
rial conditions for economic de- 
mocracy, the importance and value 
of this wave of Pan-American en- 
thusiasm could never be over-esti- 
mated. In dealing with Latin 
America, as in dealmg with the 
United States or with any other 
part of the world, we must face 
the issue squarely. The naked 
truth is that of the 126,000,000 Latin

Metropolitan Life, Pioneer in 
Community Housing, Finds 
Huge Investments Are 
Sound and Bring Satisfac- 
tory Returns When Oppor- 
tunity for Capital Is Limited 
in Most Fields.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7. 

HE first of two scenes was a blighted 
T district on the lower East Side. It was 

crowded with four-story tenements, air- 
less, comfortless, slattern, half deserted and 
pitted with a rash of to-let signs. There 
were rusted fire escapes, down-at-heel alleys 
and slovenly backyards. In every block were 
dead shops, in coffins of boarded-up show 
windows. A few disheartened wcmen steered 
baby carriages along treeless avenues or 
chattered dejectedly at pushcart markets. 
Scarecrow scavengers grubbed in garbage 
cans on the sidewalks for morsels of food 
or scraps of metal. 

The second area, in the Bronx, was half 
an hour distant by subway express. In 80 
brief a space the visitor was transported 
from a world of poverty and decay, of greed 
and oppression, into another of prosperity 
and animation, happiness and beauty. Here 
was a modern suburb of well-spaced apart- 
ment homes, bathed in sunlight and air and 
set in the midst of trees, shrubs and flowers, 
with parks, fountains and playgrounds on 
every hand. Spacious boulevards and flour- 
ishing shops bustled with men, women and 
children, healthy, well-dressed and self-re- 
specting. 


Insurance Company

One was a district of 18 blocks, bounded 
by Fourteenth and Twentieth streets, and 
by First avenue and Avenue C, which the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. proposes 
to rebuild into an up-to-date housing com- 
munity named Stuyvesant Town.

“Gas House District” 
Once Haunt of Gangsters. 


The promised emergence of Stuyvesant 
Town from this section of the so-called “Gas 
House District,’’ formerly notorious as a 
haunt of gangsters and hood.ums, is not only 
inspiring in itself but important as another 
experiment in what .seems on the way to 
becoming a nation-wide movement. Fol- 
lowing the example of New York, urban 
re-development laws have been adopted in 
Missouri, Illinois, Michigan and Ohio, and 
are being considered in many other common- 
wealths, 

Their purpose is to open the field of 
residential housing to private enterprise by 
means of vesting approved limited-dividend 
companies with the power of eminent do- 
main, in co-operation with State and munic- 
ipal authorities. The primary appeal is to 
insurance companies. Savings banks, it is 
hoped, may be induced to participate. 

In its monumental report on life insurance, 


jthe Temporary National Economic Commit- 


tee pointed out three years ago that insur- 
ance companies were mopping up the coun- 
try’s savings at a rate which threatened in 
a decade or so to give them a near-monopoly 
of the national capital market. It was noted 
with alarm that their premium income of 
several billions annually was invested for 
the most part in bonds, mortgages and policy 
loans. In other words, a vast bulk of Ameri- 
can savings was being employed to service 
and stimulate debt, while the margin for 
new enterprise was shrinking year by year. 

The Securities and Exchange Commission, 
which conducted the investigation for TNEC, 
recommended that insurance companies 
should be authorized by law to invest part 
of their funds in common stocks, represent- 
ing venture capital. Outeries resounded 
from insurance officials and policyholders. 
The safeguard of widows and orphans, they 
objected, must not be imperiled through 
outlays involving risk.

For insurance officials, the undertaking 
combined free play of private initiative with 
maximum security and extension of life ex- 
pectancies in urban groups, as a result of 
better sanitary conditions. fFour-fifths of 
the Metropolitan’s policyholders are city 
dwellers, with a death rate 140 per cent 
above normal. For the SEC it meant capital 
put to constructive use, and the diversion of 
great masses of savings from the financing 
of indebtedness.

Because of its speculative features, real 
estate was long held to be an undesirable 
investment for insurance companies. They 
were often forbidden to own realty except 
temporarily, under foreclosure and pending 
resale. The depression made them invol- 
untry landlords of immense tracts of farm 
and urban property. 


Irresistible factors were at work tending 
to drive insurance companies and municipali- 
ties to find common ground in mass hous- 
ing for underprivileged areas. The insur- 
ance companies began to see a special im- 
portance in real estate equities as a possible 
hedge against the inflation inherent in port- 
folios carrying tremendous investments in 
bonds. Many cities came to believe that 
their existence was menaced by the rapidly 
spreading cancer of obsolescence in residen- 
tial districts, which entailed precipitate de- 
clines in tax receipts. 


Population Drop of 
16,000 in 20 Years. 


The disease raged with especial virulence 
in New York’s slum areas.

Most significant of the commit- 
tee’s findings ig this: that the pres- 
ent wartime peak employment of 
30,000 industrial workers can be 
maintained almost- undiminished 
when peace comes through the 
steps taken by industry to develop 
new products and improve old 
ones, and find new markets. 

A corollary is the broad recog- 
nition that industry has a social 
obligation to provide the maximum 
of man-hours of employment in 
order to sustain purchasing power 
and keep the economy of the com- 
munity working smoothly. 


Peoria gained recognition early 
this year by being the first city 
in the United States to complete a 
survey under the auspices of the 
National Committee for Economic 
Development with the objective of 
finding out what opportunities for 
employment will await the return- 
ing soldiers. 


First to Complete Survey. 


Here is what the survey showed: 
In this city of about 125,000 popu- 
lation there were 22,000 employed 
in industry (manufacturing and 
processing) in 1940. In January of 
this year, with virtually all the 
city’s industries converted to war 
work, there were 30,000. Careful 
estimates by 45 out of 49 indus- 
tries employing 50 or more indi- 
cate that within 60 days after the 
end of the war industrial employ- 
ment should be at least 29,000, with 
good prospect of being maintained 
at that figure, 

The National Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development, of which the 
chairman is Paul G. Hoffman, 
president of the Studebaker Cor- 
poration, picked Peoria for one of 
the first test surveys because the 
city was thought to be typical of 
many others, large and small, now 
contributing to war production, 


Not a War Boom City. 


Peoria is not a war boom city. 
It has none of the big, rew plants 
built especially to turn out huge 
quantities of war supplies such as, 
for example, the small arms am- 
The 
largest industries before the war 
were manufacturing farm and con- 
struction machinery and equipment. 
Numerous smaller plants were en- 
gaged in various forms of metal 
fabricating. The conversion of 
most of these plants to war work 
was fairly simple, and by the same 
token reconversion to normal op- 
eration should be accomplished 
comparatively easily. 

It is apparent that Peoria’s prob- 
lem now and after the war is not 
of the magnitude of that of St. 
Louis, Chicago, Detroit, Los An- 
geles and other metropolitan cities 
where wartime expansion has been 
of the boom character. Peoria 
does not have the crowding, the 
confusion, the pressures of the in- 
flux of large numbers of addition- 
al families. Its population, with 
approximately 6000 men in the 
armed services, has remained near 
the level of 1940. 


Walter H. Gardner, general sales 
manager of the Keystone Steel 
and Wire Co., was selected as 
chairman of the Peoria Committee 
for Economic Development. On the 
committee were representatives of 
virtually all the important indus- 
tries. Garrett Roelfs of the Cen- 
tral [illinois Light Co. headed the 
subcommittee on research, Frank 
L. Rosg of the Willamette Hyster 
Co. directed the work of the action 
committee. The record shows that 
these chairmen and their full com- 
mittees worked energetically.

than we have dared to hope? 

Isn’t it worth the sacrifice?

A strike over wages was threatened the other day 
at a Philadelphia iron works engaged in filling war 
orders. When Charles Daggert, an employe and 
union president, stood on a box and addressed the 
other workers, he spoke as the father of a soldier. 
“All of you have sons, brothers, husbands, other rel- 
atives in the service,” he said. “The work we do is 
vital to them. If you walked out now, you'd be 
going back on them. Do you think we'll be able to 
face the boys if we go out?” 

That was putting it straight. When he called for 
a vote on returning to work, every hand went up. 

Charley Daggert or his equivalent should have 
been at suburban Washington Park yesterday, at 
the plant of the Walworth Co., makers of valves for 
the Navy. He would have found 550 machinists 
out on an unauthorized strike over the discharge of 
a fellow-worker, allegedly for union activities. This 
strike, which kept nearly 1200 workers idle, was 
the third at the plant in two weeks. .Here was the 
time and place for some eloquent speaker to remind 
these employes of their duty to their country and 
to the fighting men who need the products of this 
factory as fast as they can be made. 

Despite the urgent necessities of- wartime, there 
are still wildcat strikes from time to time that tie 
up vital production. Here is a job for the Charley 
Daggerts and other union men with sons in the 
service, who can make an appeal that will convince 
the thoughtless, reckless instigators of these walk- 
outs. Here is a job for wounded soldiers who have 
returned home; if anyone can make a would-be strik- 
er listen to reason, it is the*men who have fought 


and suffered and can speak with emphasis for their 
buddieg still on the firing lines. 

Virtually all union leaders are fighting strikes. 
Why don’t they recruit returned soldiers and men 
like Charles Daggert, for the special purpose of 
driving home the lesson to every worker? 7

Continental version of the Bronx cheer—were so 
loud they could be heard blocks away. ... No 
flags of any sort decorate the streets or houses. 
... It was a lifeless and colorless reception. ... 
The crowds were moody, 

That was the scene at Prague in March, 1939, 
when the Nazis took over the remnants of the Czech 
Republic left by the Munich agreement.

LONDON. 

HE first of the dictators is gone and in 
T Berlin, Budapest, Sofia and Vichy one 

can almost see the shadows fall. But 
it is an urgent matter for all to see thé 
ruin of Mussolini in the right perspective. 
He is not a victim of the King of Italy, 
not even of Badoglio. They are agents of 
a mass movement in Italy of which the 
great strikes in Milan and Turin were 


| merely the expressions. 


They did not get rid of Mussolini after 
"20 years because of their conversion to the 
ideas of freedom and democracy. They got 
rid of him because it was becoming obvious 
that otherwise they would be involved in 
the disaster closing in on him. 


We do not owe thanks to the House of 
Savoy, and Badoglio must be looked on 
rather as a temporary caretaker than the 
man to found a new regime. Unless we see 
the issue in these terms, there is real dan- 
ger that Italy will be the beginning of 
divisions among the United Nations rather 
than of the victory we can organize. 


Compromise Is Unthinkable. 


Unconditional surrender is the first step 
that Badoglio must take; any sort of ac- 
commodation with Fascism in any of its 
phases is unthinkable. But it is vital in 
making armistice terms that they should 
be signed by Badoglio and countersigned 
by the King; we do not want the legend 
to accumulate of a stab in the back by 
Italian Socialists which will be used at 
some later stage by the forces of reaction 
in Italy to escape from the defeat they are 
beginning to suffer. 

Unconditional surrender means a period, 
however brief, in which occupation of Italy 
by the United Nations is a necessary prel- 
ude to the revival there of democratic 
forces, 


It is urgent that we should be on guard 
against the implications which the activi- 
ties of AMGOT (Allied Military Govern- 
ment of Occupied Territories) may involve, 
It is one thing to Nquidate Fascist forces, 
and it is wholly necessary to remove from 
office men who either acted as their agents 
or did not find difficulty in accommodat- 
ing themselves to Fascist rule. But we must 
bear in mind that AMGOT may become a 
source of danger as weil az liberation if it 
seeks to prohibit the emergence of the 
genuinely popular forces of democracy 
whose expression Mussolini stifled for 20 
years. . 


For Italian Regeneration. 


Let us not forget that there are scat- 
tered over the free nations of the world 
many Italians whose record in the struggle 
against Fascism compares favorably with 
that of many of those who are now among 
the leaders of the United Nations. Sforza, 
Balvemini, Silone, Luzzato—they have as 
good titles as any men alive to begin the 
work of Italian regeneration. They have, 
let us say quite plainly, better title than the 
King of Italy, the House of Savoy or the 
Marshal who did not hesitate to use poison

Farmers Should Quit Plowing 
And Save Soil, Theorist Says 


“Plowman’'s Folly,’ by, Edward H. Faulkner. (Uni 
versity of Oklahoma Press, Norman, Ok.) 
HIS book should be as interesting fer 
the layman as it will be provocative for 
America’s farmers. It is an important book. 

The health and prosperity of our nation 
depend, in the final analysis, not upon our 
gadgets, but upon the fertility of our soil. 
Few in this “land of plenty” realize what 
has happened to the land in the last twe 
generations and how it affects us. 

When land is plowed, it starts to deteri- 
orate through removal of plant food in 
crops we harvest and erosion caused 
wind and water. On two-thirds of 
300,000,000 acres of plow land, the 
has already been badly damaged by 

Erosion progressively cuts crop yi 
and the nutritive value of those crops until 
human beings and animals who eat them 
may actually starve. Machine farming has 
so accelerated the rate of erosion that it is 
one of today’s most vital problems, one 
which touches the life of every citizen. 

* * J 


Now along comes this man Faulkner and 
says that all these problems can be solved 
if farmers will just quit plowing. He pro- 
poses and practices a new method of cul- 
tivating land which, if further research 
proves its effectiveness, will revolutionize 
agriculture. 

Faulkner challenges farmers and agri- 
cultural specialists to show a single scien- 
tific reason for using the moldboard plow 
which turns the furrow completely under, 
depositing vegetable matter from the sur- 
face in a level layer at plowsole depth. 
He believes this merely places the organic 
matter which plants use for food too deep 
in the ground for it to be of much use. 

Faulkner goes back to nature's method 
of feeding crops from the surface with 
naturally decaying vegetable matter and 
allowing the water column between 
and subsoil to remain unbrok 
by planting a green manure 
sown in autumn. In 
is still green, he discs 
it thoroughly with 
inches of soil. The 
to be set or seeds sown are then 
tightly to re-establish the water 
from below,

Now, with a soil surface ready to take 
moisture without allowing it to run 
and ready to start furnishing plant 
through organic matter decaying on 
near that surface—he plants his crop. 
thrives and, incidentally, resists pests 
ter than in plowed ground. Weeds are dis- 
couraged, and may be eliminated. Matur- 
ing dateg are earlier, bearing seasons long- 
er, ylelds bigger. The farmer must still 
work, but acreages may be cut or 
other purposes such as raising 
crops for industrial use.

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German Army Move to Oust Hitler 
In Effort to Stave Off Threatening 
Debacle Viewed as a Possibility 


Officers Probably Could Count on Support of 
Junkers and Some High Nazis — Defeats 


in Russia and Sicily, 


Plus Allied Bombings, 


Piling Up Problems for Fuehrer.

ILL the German Army which, regardless of whether Germany 
is governed by a Kaiser, a Socialist saddler or a Nazi paper 
hanger, for 70 years has been the solid core of aggressive Ger- 


man nationalism, presently attempt to retrieve its gravely imperiled 
fortunes by overthrowing Hitler as the Italian monarchy sought to 
save itself by overthrowing Mussolini? , 
Close students of German affairs would not be surprised by such 
a move, particularly if Germany’s military and political fortunes con-| 


tinue to decline at the pace they 
fortnight. 


No one is more keenly aware 


of such a possibility than Hitler 
himself. He began taking precau- 
tions six years ago by purging 
from the higher ranks of the 
Army every officer deemed likely 
to participate in an anti-Hitlerian 
coup and promoting officers 
deemed “safe” from the Nazi 
standpoint. The purge has con- 
tinued throughout the war. 


Too Many Alike. 

But such a closely knit, proud, 
ruthless and purposeful group as 
the German officer caste contains 
too many men of similar mind. 
Hitler could not possibly uncover 
and eliminate from the higher 
ranks of the Army al] officers pre- 
pared to sacrifice him or ahy 
other individual for the greater 
good of the Army and Germany. 

Now that Germany’s chances of 
saving itself from destruction and 
conquest grow smaller daily, these 
officers must be considering ways 
of extricating themselves and their 
country from the threatening deba- 
cle. They probably ean count on 
the collaboration of some promi- 
nent figures in the Nazi hierarchy 
as well as on the Junkers and 
other conservative elements of 
Germany, who always go along 
with the Army in vital matters. 

Had King Vittorio Emanuele’s 
and Marshal Badoglio’s attempt to 
spare Italy the ordeal of becom- 
ing a battleground and save their 
personal positions been more suc- 
cessful than they have been to 
date, the belatedly emerging anti- 
Hitlerian elements probably would 
act boldly in the very near fu- 
ture. 

Allied insistence on use of Ital- 
fan airfields, bases and other fa- 
cilities for prosecution of the war 
and comparative indifference to 
the fate of temporizers such as 
the King and his Marshal may 
temporarily act as a deterrent to 
those Germans hopeful of extricat- 
ing their country from looming 
disaster. 

The crescendo of reverses ex- 
perienced by the Axis, however, 
eventually is bound to impel those 
most concerned with the preserva- 
tion of German capacity to bid 
anew for world power to seek 
some form of partial and tempo- 
rary salvation. 

Since some of the worst misfor- 
tunes experienced by the Reich 
arise from the costly miscarriage 
of Hitler’s much vaunted “intui- 
tions,” and since Hitler is uni- 
versally regarded as the architect 
of Germany’s present fortunes, 
what more plausible strategem 
than the casting aside of the 
arch-offender? 


Has Strong Partisans. 

Hitler, however, has his fanati- 
cal partisans who probably are 
willing and able to put up a 
stronger battle for him than any 
Italian was willing to wage for 
Mussolini. Hitler can still enlist 
considerable support from those 
Germans who fear what will be- 
fall them personally from out- 
raged victims and enemies if the 
Nazi grip on Germany is removed. 

Such factors may delay but can 
hardly indefinitely postpone an 
anti-Hitlerian coup. 

Prompting speedy action to re 
move Hitler from the actual di- 
rection of German affairs are 
the blows experienced by the 
Reich in recent days. * 

From the German standpoint by 
far the gravest of the recent dis- 
asters are those suffered in Rus- 
sia, where an offensive ordered by 
Hitler against the advice of his 
Generals ended ignominiously with 
the recapture by the still advanc- 
ing Russian armies of Orel and 
Belgorod. 

The Germans cautiously limited 
this offensive to a short 165-mile 
front, and in order to launch it 
had to deplete their strength in 
the north and in the south, But they 
had lost so many of their supply 
dumps during the great Russian 
winter offensive that’ Russian su- 
periority in airplanes, tanks and 
troops was quickly established. 

With Orel and Belgorod again 
in their control, the Russian forces 
now threaten the weakened Ger- 
man pusitions in Kharkov and 
other parts of the south, as well 
as German positions in the north. 

Hitler is farther from the Rus- 
sian oi] fields than he has been 
at any time since the early part of 
the war in Russia. The German 
armies are in an increasingly poor 
position to resist bold Russian ad- 
vances during the coming winter 
as well as during the remainder 
of the summer. 

His Greatest Weakness. 


The radically deteriorated Ger- 
man position in Russia is Hitler’s 
greatest political weakness. Now 
that German armies have mas- 
sacred vast numbers of Russians, 
degraded and pillaged millions 
more and otherwise enraged the 
patriotic and ruthless Russian 
people, the whole German nation 


have been declining for the past 


pect of an avenging Russian in- 
vasion of Germany. 

The German defeats at Catania 
and other key points in Sicily and 
the imminence of American-British 
land and sea as well as air attacks 
on German positions in continental 
Italy make it imperative that large 
numbers of additional German 
forces be quickly assembled for 
the defense of Northern Italy. 


The possibility that the embold- 
ened Allies will speed up prepara- 
tions for attac<s on vital German 
positions in France or the Low 
Countries or Norway as well as in 
the Balkans calls for heavy rein- 
forcements in each of those threat- 
ened areas, 

The certainty that Italian troops, 
whether returned to Italy or not, 
will be uselesg in the defense of 
France and the Balkans because 
they have lost all hope of victory 
calls for their replacement by Ger- 
man or dependable satellite troops. 
Hitler, howéver, has no troops 
to spare for any of those areas 
because the Russian menace com- 
pels him to keep the preponder- 
ance of his strength on the East- 
ern Front and there are few, if 
any, dependable satellite troops 
to call into service. The morale 
of the satellites such ag Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Rumania is bad as 
a result of Italy’s bust-up—for such 
it is regardless of Badoglio’s ef- 
forts to reorganize the Italian 
armies to fight alsongside Ger- 
many. 

Still Fighting Hard. . 
This is not to say that our in- 
vading forceg will meet with neg- 
ligible German resistance in Italy, 
the Balkans or Western Europe. 
Such German forces as Hitler has 
deployed in Sicily are resisting 
fiercely, as Germans resisted 
fiercely in Tunisia. The Germans 
probably will exact heavy tolls for 
our advances wherever we attack 
them in the months immediately 
ahead. 

But there are not enough Ger- 
mang to defend all of the present 
still greatly extended Axis lines. 
The German public already is 
demoralized as a result of the 
terrible havoc wrought by Ameri- 
can-British aerial bombardment. 
That dermoralization will be ac- 
centuated when Berlin, the citadel 
of German militarism, is subjected 
to. the intensive bombing which 
in 10 days reduced Hamburg to a 
shambles. Between 25,000 and 30,- 
000 tons of bombs have been 
budgeted for Berlin (Hamburg got 
10,000 tons) and will be delivered 
within the next few weeks, accord- 
ing to present plans. 

Armies of occupation will be 
even harder for thé Germans to 
endure than aerial bombardment, 
for they are accustomed to occupy- 
ing other people’s homes but not to 
being occupied themselves. 

If Germany has to submit to 
enemy occupation, however, it may 
be expected to dd its best to be 
occupied by what it presumes will 
be comparatively benign Ameri- 
cans and Britons rather than re- 
venge-seeking Russians. 

If worst comes to worst the Ger- 
mans may be expected to permit 
the Americans and British to pour 
in through their front doors while 
they are using their last remain- 
ing strength to try to keep the 
Russians from breaking through 
the back door. 

Possible Peace Move. 

Before things come to such a 
pass, however, the Germans pos- 
sibly may attempt to negotiate a 
separate peace with the Americans 
and the British by offering Hitler 
and other prominent Nazis as sym- 
bols of contrite hearts.

The immediate shortsightedness 
(for it would mean that we should 
have to fight Japan without Rus- 
sian aid or the use of Russian 
bases) and the long term folly (for 
it would assure further attempts 
by a revived German militarism 
to impose its will on the United 
States and Britain by military 
force) and the obvious dishonor- 
ableness of such abandonment of 
an ally, to whom we are greatly 
beholden for our present excellent 
military position, make such a 
course unthinkable to every patri- 
otic American and Briton. 

Forced to admit this week that 
the submarine warfare, which was 
their only other hope of averting 
defeat, has failed as a result of 
American-British counter meas- 
ures, the Germans now see only 
one very faint chance of escaping 
ignominious defeat—splitting the 
United Nations front. It will be 
surprising if they do not renew 
their efforts to accomplish our de- 
feat in this manner while our 
armed forces are defeating them 
in battle. :

The police anticipate that fate- 
ful Aug. 9 may be marked by 
hartals, closing the shops and 
that there may be even a momen- 
tary stoppage of work in some 
areas. Probably, too, there will 
be some demonstrations, proces 
sions and acts, perhaps, of terror- 
ism and sabotage. However, with 
nearly all important Congress 
leaders in jail, the police are sure 
that there is no danger of the 
situation getting out of hand, 
India’s serious food shortage has 
to some extent placed in the hands 
of Congress agitators the chance 
to stir up the hungry masses by 
exploiting it but they have met 
so-far with only a small measure 
of success. Race disturbances 
have been very local in nature and 
the disturbances easily dispersed. 
Nevertheless, India’s acute food 
deficiency—aggravated by poor 
distribution and the cutting off of 
supplies from Burma—is getting 
worse instead.of better and al- 
ready has caused real suffering in 
some areas. It overshadows the 
civil disobedience movement as a 
national problem. 


In Peaceful State. 

In the year since the inception 
of Gandhi’s “do or die” rebellion, 
it has deteriorated to such a fee- 
ble condition that a high British 
official was ablé@ to assure me to- 
day that “India is in a more peace- 
ful state than it has enjoyed in 
several years.” 

Since April, incidents of terror- 
ism and sabotage have been few, 
sporadic and scattered. . The im- 
provement of Allied fortunes of 
war in Africa and Europe has 
just about wrecked what little en- 
thusiasm still remained among 
Gandhi's insurgents for civil dis- 
obedience, — 

Hitler's stock has dropped 
sharply in India but with the Jap 
army still sitting next door, in 
Burma, Tokyo propaganda is not 
without its influence on the gulli- 
ble.

Gandhi has been allowed 
no visitors since his fast but has 
received a varied assortment of 
newspapers. 

Still Holds Power. 

‘Nobody here expects any change 
in British policy toward the Indian 
question when the new viceroy, 
Viscount Archibald Wavell suc- 
ceeds Lord Linlithgow next month. 
The British are well satisfied with 
their success in crushing Gandhi's 
rebellion and see no reason to 
change their line. It is unlikely 
that anything short of a complete 
change of heart by Gandhi could 
effect his release. In this. connec- 
tion, one fact should be under- 
lined. While Gandhi's present 
movement hag failed dismally, this 
does not mean that Gandhi as a 
personelity has lost prestige with 
the Hindu masses of India. Con- 
trary’ to popular supposition, 
Gandhi is still a potent political 
force*® with millions of sympa- 
thizers,.

peace with Pierre Laval, withdraw 
from France and permit Allied 
troops to enter Western Europe 
to insure against a Russian vic- 
tory on their eastern front, 

For some months past, indica- 
tions have been reaching London 
by way of the underground to the 
different Allied governments, of a 
new German maneuver for the 
conclusion of peace which will 
leave the German armies strong 
and virtually intact. 

The Germans are said to count 
upon fear of Communism and of 
Russian strength in some western 
countries. 

‘Having made peace with Laval 
and withdrawn their troops from 
France, the Nazis would announcé 
the war ended and count upon the 
Allies to protect Germany from 
Russia. 

Move to Split Allies. 

In essence the plan ig merely 
another attempt, similar to the 
one they made in 1941 before the 
attack on Russia, to bring about 
a clash between Britain and Rus- 
sia and to allow Germany to re- 
tain a large army. Frénch reports 
say that Laval has been negotiat- 
ing with the Germans for a sep- 
arate peace with the guarantee 
that he would be the dictator of 
France with German backing. 

The persistence with which these 
reports crop up leads to the belief 
that they are being put out by the 
Germans with the intention of cre- 
ating mistrust among the Allies. 
Their reception here shows that 
such a conception may not be en- 
tively wrong. 

Frenchmen—members of the 
Committee for National Liberation, 
in particular—are worried by the 
prospects of an Italian collapse 
and of Allied negotiations with 
Italy without French participation. 
American and British failure to 
recognize the committee has been 
a source of great disappointment 
but the majority have understood 
that Washington and London may 
have felt some hesitation to do s9 
before the committee found a so- 
lution to the thorny problem of 
divided commands insidé the 
French armed services. 

Now that that problem has been 
resolved, they can see no further 
reason for Anglo-American hesita- 
tion. However, the imminent col- 
lapse of Italy is arousing French 
suspicions that the United States 
and Britain are determined to con- 
trol Europe after the war, leaving 
France out of the councils-of the 
major powers, 

France Has a Stake. . 
Hence they see recognition de- 
ferred until the Allies have settled 
the Italian question. This they 
feel most strongly and point out 
that there are many questions af- 
fecting Italy in which the French 
must have a say.

Supranational Unity Combined 


With International Police Force |} 


Urged by Episcopal Committee 


Report by Group Headed by Bishop Scarlett 
Also Calls for Equal Opportunity 
for Negroes. 


A supranational unity and in- 
ternational police power, in world 
affairs; “immediate” creation of a 
Central Council of the United Na- 


tions, and establishment of equal 
opportunity for the Negroes in 
the United States, are prime propo- 
sals in the report of the social 
reconstruction committee of the 
Protestant Episcopa] Church, made 
public last week. 

Bishop William Scarlett of St. 
Louis, chairman of the commit- 
tee, will present its report to the 
General Convention of the Church, 
meeting in Cleveland Oct. 2. 

The report will recommend ap- 
pointment of a Joint Commission 
on Social Reconstruction, to be 
composed of five Bishops, five 
clergymen and five laymen, to 
study, in co-operation with a like 
commission of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in 
America, the conditions of a sta- 
ble peace. 

The committee's statement of 
principles begins with an outline 
of “Religious Convictions,” one 
paragraph being: 

“In God the rights of man as 
a person are ‘anchored to the 
structure of the universe.’ This 
applies to all men without excep- 
tion and without regard to dis- 
tinctions of race or color or con- 
dition. Human progress is meas- 
ured, and human institutions 
judged, by the extent of which the 
universal sacredness of human 
personality is recognized and en- 
riched, and human fellowship fur- 
thered.” ' 

International Theme. 

Following the religious section, 
the international theme is thus 
treated: 

“In the light of this faith we 
seek a more unified world, pos- 
sessing a world framework with- 
in which the nations may find 
security and freedom, and within 
which in peace the nations set 
themselves to co-operate for pro- 
duction and distribution. 

“The bitter experience of the 
past quarter of a century has un- 
derscored the basic Christian 
principle of the unity, and mu- 
tual responsibility, of all mankind 
in God. ‘We are members one 
of another; if one member suf- 
fers, all the members suffer with 
it.’ ‘God hath made of one blood 
all nations of men for to dwell 
on the face of the whole earth.’ 

“Practically, we believe the idea 
that the balancing of power with 
power would creaté a harmony of 
economic and political powers, 
has broken down; ‘the freedom of 
the nations is today dependent 
on achieving a supranational 
unity in which each nation ac- 
tively participates and which has 
the power to protect it against 
insecurity and conquest.’ This 
will not be achieved by laissez 
faire, but by ending the present 
international anarchy through the 
creation of an international au- 
thority based on law, and pro- 
vided with power to enforce that 
law. We need to arm ourselves 
now with the moral purpose to 
fashion such a united world be- 
yond the day of battle. 

Over-All Arrangement. 

“The coming peace must provide 
an over-all arrangement for inter- 
national collaboration in dealing 
with those common world prob- 
lems which are capable of no 
purely mational or regional solu- 
tion; within such world frame- 
work purely regional affairs can 
be left to regional groups. 

“Such collaboration should in- 
clude the supervision and control 
of all military establishments and 
the creation of international po- 
lice power sufficient to create an 
effective system of collective se- 
curity, yet with machinery flexible 
enough to allow for the adjust- 
ment of equitable changes and 
claims. The world has now be- 
come one; whatever happens any- 
where in the long run happens to 
all; the world must therefore be 
organized accordingly. 

“Such collaboration must be able 
to deal with the broad world 
problems of finance and _ eco- 
nomics, the regulation of tariffs 
with an eye to the interests of 
the community of nations as a 
whole, the establishment of free 
access to raw materials and equal 
access to world markets (for 
manufactured articles, the protec- 
tion of the rights and interests of 
inhabitants of backward areas, 
and the improvement of their 
standards of living and culture. 
These are world problems, and 
must be approached accordingly. 
The world is economically one, 
and can no longer be left wholly 
to the haphazard competition of 
conflicting national interests. 

United Nations Is Nucleus. 

“The nucleus of such Interna- 
tional Authority is already in ex- 
istence in the United Nations, born 
out of sheer necessity. We urge 
that now, while the fire of war is 
still hot, and interests and aims 
more easily welded, there be cre- 
ated a Central Council of the 
United Nations, as an organ for 
co-operative action in prosecuting 
the war and in preparing for and 
organizing the peace. The United 
Nations must remain a permanent 
body, ultimately reaching out to- 
wards universality by the inclu- 
sion of neutral and enemy states. 

“Any chance to create a stable 
world will depend primarily on 
the willingness of the United 
States to renounce {isolation and 
to play its full part and assume its 
full responsibility and exercise 
leadership in such an International 
Authority.” 


This is followed by a statement | 


as to “the Christian Church’s pri-| 


mary duty” in world matters. The 
church, it is declared, must “pro- 
claim insistently that all nations, 
under God, are.members one of 
another, with mutual responsibil- 
ity for the good of each; that no 
people can claim the right of a 
superior race to rule over subject 
people,” and that colonial admin- 
istration must aim at preparing 
peoples for self-government; it 
must help to create respect for 
and protection of minority rights, 
and it must seek “re-establish- 
ment of contact with fellow Chris- 
tians in enemy and conquered 
countries.” 
Inter-Racial Matters. ~ 


Inter-racial matters are then 
discussed, in paragraphs advocat- 


ing recognition of the principle of} 


equality of nations before the law, 


and of the intrinsic worth of every | 


person and the right of every per- 
son, without race or color distinc- 
tion. To equality of opportunity 
according to capacities, “so far 
as this is within human control.” 

“The application of this prin- 
ciple,” it is declared, “should be- 
gin at home in our dealings with 
other nations and races, and in 
the .treatment of our minority 
groups. Our own Negroes, to 
mention one flagrant example, are 
in many respects denied equality 
of opportunity. The Negro is not 
asking for charity or for special 
privilege; but he is asking for an 
equal opportunity in training and 
work and culture to prove his 
worth as a man and as a citizen. 
It is difficult to see how Christian 
democracy can offer less than 
this. The essence of the problem 
is that the Negro must be treated 
as a man and citizen, and not as 
a Negro. 

“We believe that ‘it is a first 
responsibility of the church to 
demonstrate within its own fel- 
lowship the reality of community 
as God intends it. It is commis- 
sioned to call all men into the 
church, into a divine society that 
transcends all national and racial 
limitations and divisions.’” (Quo- 
tation from the Oxford conference 
report.) 

Economic Matters. 

Economic recommendations are 
then made, with the avowal that 
“We seek a better America, more 
just, more fruitful for all, in 
which all our people have the op- 
portunity through work to live in 
dignity and in freedom from 
want.” 

Among “certain features of mod- 
ern life in the so-called capital- 
ist countries” which are decried 
are: 

False standards of economic 
and social success; “indefensible 
inequalities of opportunity in re- 
gard to education, leisure and 
health;” economic power exercised 
in the form of tyranny; lack of 
employment, or limitation of 
forms of employment which pre- 
vent persons from “finding a 
sense of Christian vocation in 
their daily life.” 

Right to Work Is Basic. 

“The right to work is basic,” it 
is declared, “Unemployment is the 
final curse of any social system. 
Beyond the economic distress it 
entails is the moral shock of use- 
lessness, the bitterness and hu- 
millation arising from inability to 
play an adequate part in life and 
to support one’s family, and the 
danger to true family life which 
this involves. No nation can af- 
ford unemployment. No nation 
can afford what it does to the 
moral fiber of its people. Unem- 
ployment is cured in time of war; 
it can also be cured in time of 
peace if there is the will to use 
the intelligence to achieve full em- 
ployment and to make the nects- 
sary sacrifice. The whole people, 
acting through its government, 
should assume responsibility for 
the elimination of unemployment. 
Where private enterprise fails to 
provide full employment, and to 
the extent to which it fails, the 
government should be ready to 
stimulate and find ways to create 
useful employment. 

“In the development of the in- 
dividual there must be given to 
him the opportunity to find in his 
daily work a Christian vocation, 
Not only should labor have the 
right to be represented on the 
Board of Directors, and to bear 
the responsibilities and duties in- 
volved in that right, but also the 
employee should be introduced to 
participation in the problems of 
management, and not confined 
only to the monotonous routine of 
production and maintenance. 


“Through conference discussions 
he should be given the opportu- 
nity of acquaintance with the 
more varied and interesting prob- 
lems of planning, execution, and 
research, and given a’chance per- 
sonally to act in these affairs and 
so become integrated in thought 
and feeling with the industrial 
process as a whole.” 

A “direct attack on want” is 
advocated, through the. expansion 
of social] services—Health, Recrea- 
tion, Leisure, Family Counseling 
—and through universal, unified 
compulsory sodial insurance, to 
free the country of “the scandal 
of want.” 

Members of the committee, be- 
sides Bishop Scarlett, were the 
Rt. Rev. Charles C. J. Carpenter, 
Bishop of Alabama; the Rt. Rev. 
Beverley D, Tucker, Bishop of 
Ohio; the Rev, Dr, Francis J. 
Bloodgood, Madison, Wis., the 
Rev. Edward H. Eckel Jr., Tulsa, 
Ok., the Rev. Howard H. Has- 
singer, Geneva, N, Y.; Stephen E. 
Burroughs, Warrenton, N. C., and 
Clark G. Kuebler, Chicago, 
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sank from 1133 in 1930 to 546 in 
February of this year. More than 
100 shops are abandoned. A recent 
survey indicated that 76 per cent 
of 4881 dwelling units were con- 
structed in 1899 or earlier, that 63 
per cent lacked private baths and 
42 per cent needed repairs. Twen- 
ty-seven buildings were completely 
vacant, and many others were un- 
tenanted above the street floor, 


Special legislation was required, 
and the State of New York made 
three tries *before arriving at a 
satisfactory statute, The first was 
an amendment to the constitution 
which was adopted in 1938, It 
specified low-cost housing and 
slum clearance as appropriate pur- 
poses for using the power of con- 
demnation. It was followed in 1941 
by the Urban Development Law, 
which served as a model for sim- 
jlar legislation in other common- 
wealths. It permitted owners of 
equity and mortgage interests in 
given areas to pool their assets in 
redeyelopment companies which 
would be aided by partial tax ex- 
emption over a period of years and 
by power to wield the right of emi- 
nent domain, 

The third and final effort was 
the Redevelopment Companies Act 
of 1942, under which condemnation 
proceedings were placed in the 
hands of :he city instead of the 
gompany, in order to keep land 
prices within bounds; and which 
granted tax exemption for 25 years 
on improvements above the current 
assessed value of lands and build- 
ings. In the case of Stuyvesant 
Town, the Metropolitan will pay no 
taxes for a quarter century on de- 
velopments estimated at 30 million 
dollars or more. On the other 
hand, gross profits will be limited 
to 6 per cent, which will include 
not merely interest but amortiza- 
tion costs. 

City to Supervise Operation of 
Project. 

As finally adopted, the bill pro- 
vided that any three persons might 
form an urban redevelopment com- 
pany, and specifically authorized 
insurance companies to create such 
organizations and use their re- 
sources for the purpose of the act. 
At the instance of the State Super- 
intendent of Banks, a clause em- 
powering savings banks to invest 
in this type of housing was strick-, 
en out. 

Stuyvesant Town will be §fi- 
nanced, owned and operated by the 
Metropolitan, under constant finan- 
cial supervision by the municipal- 
ity. All plans must be approved 
by. the City Planning Commission. 
The arrangement offers a system 
of public and private co-operation 
which is new in the field of hous- 
ing. A particular point is made of 
private ownership, in that the resi- 
dents will not be tenants of the 
City of New York, and will thus 
escape possible domination by po- 
litical machines. 

-Thus far, only one insurance 
company in addition to the Metro- 
politan has taken advantage of the

New York laws. For Navy Yard 
and war workers, and their fami- 
lies, the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society started a community in 
Brooklyn ¢alled Clinton Hills. Due 
to lack of materials, work was 
stopped when three of its proposed 
11 apartment buildings were avail- 
able for rental. 

That Metropolitan Life should 
have taken the lead was no acci- 
dent, since this company is far 
from a novice in the field of hous- 
ing. No less than 50 years ago its 
present board chairman, Frederick 
H. Ecker, became the head of a 
new bond and mortgage division 


which handled all of the company’s 


real estate transactions. For sev- 
eral decades he was in charge of 
administering the rehabilitation 
and profitable resale of individual 
properties which came into his 
hands through foreclosure, 

First Project in 1922. 

There was a long step between 
Salvaging single units of real es- 
tate and the renovation of entire 
districts. Yet the Metropolitan 
took it up as early as 1922, long 
before public housing projects 
were thought of. Its pioneer ex- 
periment was a low-rental commu- 
nity of 54 five-story apartment 
buildings in the Borough of Queena, 
which were completed in 1924 at a 
cost of $7,500,000. 

This development embodied 
striking new features which have 
been enhanced in succeeding pro}- 
ects, and which will probably be 
imitated in similar undertakings 
all over the country, including St. 
Louls. Ecker convinced himself 
that depreciation of real estate 
value was due chiefly to obso- 
lescence, and that the principal 
causes of obsolescence were lack 
of sunlight and air. In the Queens 
project, the buildings covered only 
50 per cent of the land. Residence 
was made attractive by landscap- 
ing and provision for child recrea- 
tion. 

The second of the Metropolitan’s 
housing enterprises was Park- 
chester, designed for medium-in- 
come families. Work began in 
1938, and the first buildings were 
completed on March 1, 1940. Three 
other undertakings followed — 
Parkmerced in San Francisco, 
Parklabrea in Los Angeles and 
Parkfairfax in Alexandria, Va., 
near the Pentagon Building. 
Rentals for occupancy on Oct. 1 
began at Parkfairfax last May. 
Early next year, Parkmerced will 
be two-thirds and Parklabrea one- 
half completed. The remainder in 
each case will be finished when- 
ever materials become available. 

The Queens project has been 4n 
operation nearly 20 years and 
Parkcbéster for three. They con- 
stitute yardsticks for the success- 
full administration of such proper- 
ties. Through the depresgion in 
the case of Queens, and through 
large turnovers in residence, due 
to the war, in the case of both, 
rentals have continued near ¢a- 
pacity. 

As financia] experiments, accord- 
ing to a representative of the com- 
pany, the two enterprises have met 
with satisfactory results. It should 
be borne in mind that insurance 
companies seek security for their 
investments rather than high prof- 
its. Prior to the war, the Metro- 
politan’s average net earnings on 
all investments was 3.57 per cent. 
Its annual report for 1942 revealed 
that the firguregs had been “con- 
siderably reduced.” It seemg a fair 
presumption that the Metropolitan 
would not have multiplied its hous- 
ing projects unless the return had 
proved equal to that of other in- 
vestments.

\sixth of the Metropolitan's adven- 


tures in housing, which represent, 
in the aggregate, an investment 
calculated at nearly 150 million dol- 
lars. The Queens. project began 
with an average rental of $9 a 
room, and a partial tax exemption 
for 10 years. The enterprise was 
so successful that, when the ex- 
emption expired, it was found pos- 
sible to decrease rather than in- 
crease the rate. Rentals at Park- 
chester range from $32 fer two 
rooms to $71 for five. These fig- 
ures include heat, electricity and 
refrigeration. The three commu- 
nities in California and. Virginia 
pay full taxes. Their aggregate 
cost will be 33 million dollars, and 
they will accommodate together 
about 26,800 persons. 


It is notable how the proportion 
of building gpace to land area, 
which in cofventional tenement 
districts often amounts to 80 or 90 
per cent, has shrunk in Metropoli- 
tan projects. From 50 per cent in 
Queens it declined to 27.4 in Park- 
chester and to 18 per cent at Park- 
merced and Parklabrea. The ratio 
ig even smaller at Parkfairfax. In 
Stuyvesant Town, the present 
building coverage of 69.3 per cent 
will be reduced to 25. 

More Breathing Space. 

As the largest and most elabo- 
rate of the Metropolitan's struc- 
tures, Parkchester stands as a 
symbol of what Stuyvesant Town 
will be, and as an example for 
similar undertakings all over the 
country. The ground space is di- 
vided as follows: Landscaped and 
recreational areas, 51.4 per cent; 
buildings, ‘27.4 per cent, and streets 
and parkways, 21.2 per cent. There 
are 58 buildings, of which 51 are 
apartment structures, six to 12 
stories high. The buildings have 
the latest type of fireproof con- 
struction and glass-wool insulation 
against heat and cold in the outer 
walls. They contain 200 automatic 
elevators, and the upper windows 
command views of Manhattan and 
Long Island Sound. 

Kitchens and- bathrooms are 
modern and complete. Living and 
bedrooms are large, airy and light. 
All floors are of parquet oak. The 
casements: are wind and water 
tight, with special ventilating sec- 
tions in bedrooms. Heating is ac- 
complished by concealed radiators. 

The other structures include a 
central heating plant, a motion 
picture theater with 2000 seats, 
five ramp garages with a total cat 
pacity of 3000 cars and shopping 
centers with branches of leading 


New York department stores and 


banks. Five-cent transportation to 
any part of Greater New York is 
available through the 177th street 
station of the Interboro system. 


20 Recreational Areas. 

The design represents a complete 
deviation from the usual rectangu- 
lar block arrangement. Two wide 
and. curving parkways, crossing 
diagonally, divide the community 
into..quadrants, each a village in 
itself, There are 20 recreational 
areas, with six wading pools, five 
basketball courts, four roller-skat- 
ing ovals, 20 shuffleboard courts, 
seven tennis courts and one large 
softball field. 

The landscaping program ith- 
cluded the installation of 3700 trees,

Patton Jr. in a letter to the Sici- 
lian people expressed “sympathetic 
feelings” for a people suffering 
under Fascism or Naziism, which 
he said America intended to de 
stroy wherever found, 

His letter was published in the 
first issue of Sicilian Liberata, 
Itallan-language newspaper which 
Army officers said combined the 
“best features” of two previous 
daily papers appearing in Palermo, 

The letter follows: 

“The purpose of the Americans 
under the leadership of our great 
President, Franklin D. Roosevelt is 


‘ ynot—I repeat, not—to enslave but 


to liberate those peoples of the 
world who have suffered for 20 
years under the malign influence 
of Fascism and Nazism. 

It has been with deep regret 


' that we had to fight the Italian 


armies in Sicily, but our outstand- 
ing success over both Italians and 
Germans in Sicily indicates our 
superiority, and we shall continue 
ruthlessly to destroy any formed 
military opposition no matter by 
whom presented, 

“Here in Palermo we have estab- 
lished excellent relations with His 
Eminence the Cardinal,- and 
through him with the church, The 
people of Palermo must realize 
that our civil administration is do- 
ing everything to provide the neces- 
sary supplies and grain for main- 
tenance of the life of the com- 
munity. 

“On the other hand, any mis- 
guided Sicilians who interfere with 
telephone communications, with 
supply lines or with any other 
American activity will be summar- 
ily dealt with. 

“Those Sicilians who fear the ad- 
vent of the Americans have only 
to look at Africa where we have 
not only demonstrated no terri- 
torial aims but have done every- 
thing to restore normal conditions. 

“The purpose of the Americans is 
relentlessly to press on and ruth- 
lessly to destroy Fascism and Naz- 
ism wherever found. For the peo- 
ples of nations suffering under 
these forms of government we 
have nothing but sympathetic feel- 


ings.”

aspersion on Mexico or even on 
Latin America he is quick to re- 
sent. The smugness of the Ameri- 
can gringo touches off all of Quin- 
tanilla’s Latin resentment. 

One of Quintanilla’s first diplo- 
matic posts was Paris. There 
while still a young man he served 
as Mexican charge d'affaires, Later 
he was in Geneva and then in Rio 
de Janeiro. His title during most 
of his stay in Washington was 
Minister Resident, a rank just un- 
der that of Ambassador. 

Quintanilla has also been «a 
teacher. While stationed here he 
gave courses at George Washing- 
ton University. He studied at the 
Sorbonne in Paris. Despite his 
duties at the Embassy here, he 
found time to work for his Ph. D. 
degree at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity in Baltimore. On the comple- 
tion of his thesis, written in 
French, he was given a Ph. D. in 
1938. * 

Identified With Leftists. 

Quintanilla has been identified 
with the left wing in Mexico. He 
was an ardent admirer of former 
President Lazaro Cardenas. His 
good friend is Vicente Lombardo 
Toledano, leader of the leftist labor 
movement in Mexico. Quintanilla 
has actively backed Toledano in 
his efforts to establish a Latin 
American workers’ federation. On 
his visits here the labor leader fre- 
quently was Quintanilla’s guest. 


Appointment as the first Mexi- 
can minister to Moscow in many 
years puts a heavy responsibility 
on Quintanilla. Relations between 
the two countries have long been 
disturbed by factional political 
disputes on the left. This situation 


was complicated when Mexicoji 


gave Leon Trotsky refuge and pil- 
grims of the Trotskyist opposition 
to Stalin flocked to Mexico City. 
But if frank speaking will serve 
to bring about an understanding, 
then Quintanilla should succeed in 
his mission. : 

He made many friends in Wash- 
ington. One was Vice President 
Wallace who warmly indorses “A 
Latin American Speaks.”

HAT is the pattern for trea- 
W son? How do traitors get that 

way? Is their metamorphosis 
the result of a reasoned appraisal 
of Democracy vs. Fascism, or is it 
conditioned and shaped by person- 
al antagonisms, frustration neu- 
roses and all the other mental tox- 
ins that make up a psychological 
case? ; 

To a certain extent these ques- 
tions are answered by the case his- 
tories of the eight Américan citi- 
zens, now living in Germany and 
Italy, who were indicted here re- 
cently by a Federal grand jury for 
giving aid and comfort to the 
enemy through propaganda broad- 
casts. 

In the lush economic vineyard 
of the United States, four of those 
indicted had achieved nothing 
more than an acute case of sour 
grapes prior to their conversion. 
Out of this ferment came’ warped 
ideologies and nauseous animosi- 
ties. In addition to their frustra- 
tions in this country, some had 
been born in Germany or came of 
German parents; to them Ameri- 
can citizenship was but a mask, 
easily discarded. - 

Take a look at Edward Leo 
Delaney, who broadcast from Ber- 
lin under the name of E. D. Ward 
before the Nazis removed him from 
the air waves in June, 1942. "Born 
in Olney, Ill., in 1885, he was or- 
phaned while young and raised by 
relatives who gave him only a 
grade schooF education. He be- 
came a bit player on the stage on 
reaching manhood, worked as a 
minor actor in the movies and in 
musical comedies, ard later as a 
press agent, 

He tried his hand at playwrit- 
ing and was a dismal flop. In 
1937 he became an overseas agent 
for a small film importing com- 
pany in New York; two years lat- 
er he went-to Genoa, Italy, and 
from there to Vienna and -Berlin, 


where he has remained. 
Among Americans'in Berlin be- 
fore the outbreak of war he was 
regarded as an opportunist who 
had swung to Nazism, not from 
intellectual conviction, but from a 
yearning to achieve the recogni- 
tion and publicity never accorded 
him by his own people. A fail- 
ure here, he was, for a time, a big 
shot in Germany. He developed 
violent anti-Semitism, and boasted, 
before Pearl Harbor, of his work 
for the German Foreign Office and 
the Ministry of Propaganda and 
Enlightenment. 
x * * 

ZRA POUND, born in Hailey, 
EF Idaho, in 1885, received an 

M. A. from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1907, went to Eng- 
land four years later and has re- 
sided abroad ever since. Following 
the first World War he enjoyed a 
limited popularity as a poet both in 
England and the United States, 
employing a distinctive if unor- 
thodox style. He was a prolific 
writer of prose as well. He pub- 
lished several books, contributed 
poems and essays on literature, the 
arts, philosophy, religion and eco- 
nomics to various journals. 

Lack of popular appreciation 
embittered Pound, first against 
the United States, which he con- 
sidered a cultural backwoods, and 
later, England. He forsook that 
country in 1920, lived in Paris 
for four years and then went to 
Italy, where he claimed to have 
found a more hospitable intellec- 
tual atmosphere. He has remained 
there ever since, except for a 
brief visit here in 1937. 

Much of what Pound had broad- 
cast was incoherent; the general 
trend followed the familiar Axis 
line, that international Jewry is 
the root of the world’s ills, that 


the United States is being used | 


as a pawn by the British, that the 
Fascist way of life is the hope o 
the earth. : 

Failure and frustration also 
mark the career of Douglas 
Chandler, billed from Berlin as 
“Paul Revere,” and introduced in 
each broadcast to the strains of 
“Yankee Doodle,” with the sound 
of galloping hooves in the back- 
ground. 

Born in Chicago in 1889, Chand- 
in Baltimore, 
served in the Navy for a few 
months near the close of the Jirst 
World War, and worked as a re- 
porter and columnist for the Balti- 
more Sunday American before go- 
ing into the advertising business in 
New York. After his marriage in 
1924 he became a stock broker, but 
was ruined financially in the 1929 
crash, 

He told friends that his wife's

income would provide a better liv- 
ing for him and his family in 
Europe, and left for France in the 
fall of 1930. He never returned. 

Chandler drifted about Central 
Europe and the Balkans for sev- 
eral years, from time to time writ- 
ing articles about his travels for 
American magazines. One publica- 
tion dropped him on‘ learning that 
he was receiving money from the 
Nazi Government. Later the Nazis 
placed at his disposal an elaborate 
home in a Berlin suburb confis- 
cated from a “political prisoner.” 
Thus he found the comfort and 
kudos that he had been unable to 
win in his homeland,

N the summer of 1941 he began 
1* propaganda broadcasts to this 

country,, pursuing his Nazi 
themes with increasing bitterness 
and incoherence. A typical venom- 
ous extract: “And for the winning 
of the war and the building of the 
New Order, there is one outstand- 
ing figure, the genius of the twen- 
tieth century, to thank. That is 
Adolf Hitler. ...An alien mob, 
dominated by Jewish-Masonic in- 
terests, has taken a strangle hold 
on your destiny. An imported alien 
mob, supported by your false lead- 
er, Franklin Delano Roosevelt.” 


Constance Drexel was born in 
Darmstadt, Germany, in 1894, 
worked as newspaperwoman for 
awhile with the Boston Globe prior 
to the first World War, and during 
that war exhibited pro-German 
sympathies. For 20 years after the 
war ended she was a reporter, free 
lance writer, campaigner for vari- 
ous causes and world traveler. 
Back in the United States in 1937, 
she sought to establish herself as 
a columnist on foreign affairs. 

Her column didn’t fare well, and 
she soon found herself on a WPA 
writers’ project in Philadelphia, 
and later on a WPA education 
project. Here again was the pat- 
tern of failure, for her opportuni- 
ties, unlike most WPA workers, 
had been great. She left suddenly 
for Berlin in 1939, her way paid by 
the German Government. 

Her broadcasts over the German 
shortwave radio began in 1940. She 
was introduced as a. “famous 
American journalist” and member 
of “a socially prominent and 
wealthy Philadelphia family,” 
which she isn’t. American corre- 
spondents in Berlin at that time re- 
garded her as something of a pest 
and crackpot. She was not in- 


terned with other American cit- 


{zens when war was declared with 


this country. 

She confines her talks largely to 
social and pseudo-cultural subjects, 
describing the “pleasures” of life 
in wartime Germany, the concerts 
and exhibitions and the alleged 
abundance of food, clothing and en- 
téertainment, 


The story of Jane Anderson, the 
second woman traitor, is a bit dif- 
ferent from the others. Here is 
no discernible case of frustration, 
but of an individual so blinded by 
religious fanaticism that the path 
led inexorably to the extremes of 
Fascism and in the end, to an em- 
brace of it. 

Now 50 years old, Jane Ander- 
son was born in Atlanta, Ga., ran 
away from a girl’s finishing school 
in Texas at the age of 16 and was 
married in New York. She went 
to London in 1915 and worked as 
reporter for the London ,Daily 
Mail; three years later she di- 
vorced her American husband and 
returned to New York. 

Following the first World War 
she made several trips to Europe, 
but little was known of her activi- 
ties until she rose to sudden promi- 
nence in 1938 when she was sen- 
tenced to death by the Spanish 
Loyalists on charges of espianage. 
The State Department intervened,

the sentence was revoked and she 
carne to the. United States to be- 
come one of the most ardent and 
articulate supporters of General 
Franco and the Spanish Fascists. 

She lectured throughout the 
country, giving lurid accounts of 
her “torture” at the hands of 
Spanish “Communists,” and assert- 
ing that the Spanish Civil War 
was the opening wedge of Com- 
munist domination of the world. 
She returned to Spain late in 1939, 
and in 1941 to Germany and be- 
gan her broadcasts for the Ger- 
man Government. 


As a Hitler propagandist she 
was introduced over the air as a 
“famous Catholic orator,” and 
proceeded to proclaim  Shickl- 
gruber as the great bulwark of 
“Christian - Catholic civilization 
against the menace of Bolshev- 
ism.” 


She was bounced off the air by 
her adopted Vaterland following a 
deft coup by America’s short-wave 
broadcasters, in March, 1942. A 
few nights before, she had decided 
to set this country straight on 
“false” reports of food shortages 
in Germany, She glibly told of at- 
tending a Berlin theater with a 
Nazi friend and then dropping into 
a cocktail bar. 

“On silver platters,” she related 
excitedly, “were sweets and 
cookies. My friend ordered great 
goblets of champagne, into which 
he poured shots of cognac to make 
it more lively. Sweets and cookies. 
Not bad!”

HE Americans recorded. the 
T broadcast and boomeranged it 
back to Germany. There the 
people, drinking ersatz beer and 
eating black bread, listened wrath- 
fully. That night Jane Anderson's 
Nazi radio career abruptly ended. 
Robert H. (Bob) Best, born in 
Sumpter, S. O. in 1896, son of a 
Methodist minister, studied jour- 
nalism at Columbia University, in 
a post-graduate course, and served 
as a Second Lieutenant in the first 
World War. In June, 1922, he was 
issued a passport for travel in 
Europe, and has never returned. 

In Europe he followed an erratic 
course as a newspaper Man, some- 
times on regular assignment, but 
usually as a string correspondent, 
getting paid only for _ specified 
work, He was unable to emerge 
as an outstanding reporter or 
writer. His manner of living in 
Vienna became Bohemian, and his 
sympathies and outlook gradually 
became more European. than 
American. 

When the United States urged 
its nationals to leave Germany in 
1940 and 1941, Best rejected sev- 
eral chances to depart given him 
by the consular offices in Vienna 
and Berlin. When war was de- 
clared, he was interned at Bad 
Nauheim with other members of 
the American press and diplomatic 
corps, but a few weeks before the 
departure of this group for Lisbon

he was removed from Bad Nau- 
heim by the Germans. 

Later, in an open letter to his 
former colleagues, written from 
Berlin, he expressed his hatred 
for American democracy, and con- 
demned the entry of this country 
into the war as a sell-out to Com- 
munism and international Jewry. 
Shortly thereafter he became a 
twice-weekly broadcaster for the 


Nazis, 

T Otto Koischwitz and Frederick 
Wilhelm Kaltenbach, had 

strong filial ties with Germany. 


Koischwitz was born in Ger- 
many in 1902, son of a prominent 
surgeon, After getting a Ph. D. 
from the Univergity of Berlin he 
emigrated to America and joined 
the faculty of Columbia Univer- 
sity as instructor in German, In 
1931 he joined the faculty of 
Hunter College, and in 1935 be- 
came a naturalized citizen. About 
this time he became a prolifi¢ 
writer, seeking to “interpret” Nazi 
Germany to the American people. 
He visited Germany several times, 
and failed to return from the 
last trip, in 1939. He went on the 
air as a propagandist in 1941, 
known as “O. KK.” ~ 


Kaltenbach, born in Dubuque, 
Ia., in 1895 of German immigrant 
parents, received his B. A. degree 
from Iowa State Teachers College 
in 1920 and later earned his Mas- 
ter’s degree in history at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. He joined the 
faculty of the Dubuque High 
School, but the association ended 
suddenly in 1933. He had formed 
a group of high school boys into 
a “hiking club” known as the 
“Militant Order of Spartan 
Knights,” modeled after the Hitler 
Youth organization. Members 
wore brown shirt uniforms and 
carried canes. School authorities 
ordered the club disbanded and 
fired Kaltenbach. 


After his ouster he went to Ger- 
many, ostensibly to study at the 
University of Berlin. Instead, he 
worked as translator and  free- 
lance writer, ultimately going on 
the radio for the Government. He 
began his outright propaganda 
broadcasts to the United States 
early in 1941, addressing his re- 
marks to “Dear Harry” and other 
non-existent friends. He is the 
Nazis’ American counterpart. of

intervals in a newspaper ‘of- 
fice are few and far between, espe- 
cially those that culminate in mar- 
riage, but this long-standing gen- 
erality was smashed to atoms last 
week by the marriage of Mrs, 
Dorothy Backer, comely publisher 
of the New York Post,,to her 
editor and general manager, Ted 
Thackrey; not so comely but an 


expert in his field of journalism. 


But playwrights and novelists will 
find scant solace in the ready as- 
sertions of the pair that theirs 
Was a marriage of convenience, 
brought about by the inevitable 
conclusion that getting out a news- 
paper is a 24-hour job. 

When Dorothy and her former 
husband purchased the Post about 
four years ago, Thackrey was the 
feature editor of the newspaper. 
Although George, 8. Backer was. 
the nominal owner and publisher, 
she was majority stockholder and 
vice-president and considerably 
more active in the managemant 
of the newspaper than her hus- 
band, whose health already was de- 
clining. The Post, a _ strongly 
Democratic newspaper with a blind 
side to any frailty of the party, 
was withering on the vine. Mrs, 
Backer, long a worker in liberal 
causes and movements for social 
betterment, seized the opportunity 
to become voca] with a newspaper 
for a sounding board. 

Her first idea was to write a 
woman’s column, expressing seri- 
ous views that would be of inter- 
est to others of her sex. WNat- 
urally, the feature editor wag in- 
terested in that suggestion and 
hastened to confer with the new 
face in the front office. Neither 


- recalls now who talked which out 


of what, but the column was never 
written. Dorothy appears to have 
the faint recollection that her fea- 
ture editor did not approve the 
idea, but Ted gseminded her that 
she decided against the idea, her- 
self, after considerable discussion. 
And that appears to be the way it 
went from then on. 

When in 1942 George Backer 
retired because of ill health, the 
burdens of president and publisher 
fell in ‘full weight on the shapely 
shoulders of his wife and less than 
a year later she acquired full 
ownership of the newspaper. Mean- 
while, Thackrey had been promot- 
ed to executive editor, then - edi- 
tor. Dorothy imbued with ideas 
and ideals, had found she could 
rely on the coo] judgment, based 
on technical experience, of her em- 
ploye. 

Thackrey, despite his job of 
feature editor on the dying Post, 
was no neophite. After years of 
early experience on middle western 
newspapers, he was made editor of 
the Cleveland Press in 1923 and 
later was associate editor of the 
New York Telegram. He also had 
served as editor of the Buffalo 
Times, editor and publisher of the 
Shanghai (China) Evening Post 
and Mercury, editor of the East 
Magazine, and had founded and

Mrs, Backer proposed reviewing 
in a column each day the editori- 
als of competing newspapers and 
commentators, and also the opin- 
fons of radio newscasters. Thack- 
rey saw that her ideas were car- 
ried out, and also saw them at- 
tract circulation, until finally the 
books of the newspaper could be 
set forth in black instead of red 
ink. 

Meanwhile, moments of recrea- 
tion were rare. There was an occa- 
sional first night at the theater, an 
hour or two of relaxation at cock- 
tails, or an evening of entertain- 
ment on behalf of visiting firemen 
in which Ted must participate be-

Last spring, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Thackrey, mother of Ted's 17-year- 
old daughter, decided on divorce. 
Thackrey devoted more and more 
of his time to the newspaper. Late 
conferences developed into later 
telephone conversations: What with 
day-time execution of night-time 
plans, there was hardly a moment 
left for sleep. A few months ago, 
Dorothy took up her residence in

THACKREY has three 
M children by previous mar- 
riages: Mortimer, 19, who 
began as copy boy on the Post 
and now has risen to the drama 
department; Adele, who is due 
to receive her pilot’s license on 
her approaching eighteenth birth- 
day, and Sarah Ann, 9, the latter 
by her second marriage. Once dis- 
tinguished only as an “heiress,” 
being the granddaughter of the 
late Jacob A. Schiff and daughter 
of the late Mr. and Mrs. Mortimer 
Schiff, financiers and philanthro- 
pists, she hag established her own 
identity first as a welfare worker, 
later as a political crusader on 
the side of Franklin D. Roosevelt

Take It Easy on Your Vacation

N this summer's vacation, 

when our traveling is limited, 

anyway, why not stay put—at 
home or in one vacation spot—and 
get what you should get out of a 
vacation—rest! 

What's the use of a summer va- 
cation if you have to rest up after- 
ward? But some girls let their en- 
thusiasm run away with them when 
vacation time comes. They try 
every sport and game available, 
make their muscles tired and sore 
—and think that it’s good for them, 

Lazy, flabby muscles do need ex- 
ercise, but not in big doses at first. 
Exercise—calisthenics, games and 
sports—should be suited to your 
physical condition. This means 
that if you're not in trim, it is 
definitely unwise to go in for every 
sport and game on the program, 

The ideal is to keep up outdoor 
games and sports throughout the 
year, so that the muscles will be 
trim instead of going soft. Then 
vacation time activities will come 
easier, 
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But even then it is inadvisable 
to go in for unusual and strenuous 
activities or competitions, especial- 
ly around the age of 40. Take it 
easy to avoid muscle strain, undue 
fatigue and strain on the heart. 

After 40, strenuous calisthenics 
or sports should first be O. K.’d by 
a physician who knows your phys- 
ical condition, At this age and 
later, the body machine may be 
strained by attempts to take the 
hills in high. It may be most sen- 
sible to shift to second speed. 

One exercise that can be as mild 
or as active as you yourself make 
it, is walking. You can walk along 
slowly, avoiding hills, and you'll 
have about the mildest exercise 
there is. Or you can really hike, 
up hills and down, for miles—and 
you'll get a work-out. 

Walking really does things for 
the circulation and the figure. 
Start out by walking a mile every 
day. Increase it until you walk 
two miles or more daily. Wear low 
heels and dress in lightweight 
clothing. Walk with a long easy 
stride, swinging the leg from the 
hip, pointing the toes straight 
ahead, 

Swimming, golf, tennis and many 
other outdoor sports and games 
can also be suited to anyone’s ex- 
ercise needs, taking smaller doses 
in the beginning until the muscles 
are “tuned up.”

If you have your lunch at home, 
your task will be easier. And skip 
those appointments for bridge and 
party luncheons, for you always 
eat too many fattening foods on 
such occasions. Business and so- 
cial meetings that skip such nour- 
ishment are patriotic as well as 
good for the weight. 

The summer lunch should be 
made largely of vegetables, fruit 
and milk. The vegetables should 
be served without butter, cream 
sauce or other fixings. The fruit 
should be raw preferably, or 
cooked without sugar. A sample 
lunch might contain spinach and 
carrots, an apple or piece of melon, 
a glass of milk. If you like tomato 
juice, and have enough coupons, 
then take some, for it’s low in 
calories and high in vitamin C. 


In place of vegetables, if you 
usually get plenty of vegetables at 
dinner, you may have a salad of 
tomato and lettuce, vegetables or 
fruit—but without olive oil, mayon- 
naise or rich dressing. Use vinegar 
or mineral oil instead. 

Milk should be on even the 
skimpiest lunch, for you need two 
or three glasses of milk daily, even 
while reducing. If you.must have 
tea or coffee at noontime to keep 
you awake, then be sure that you 
get your quota of milk at some 
time during the day. 

If your dinner appetite is dulled 
by the heat, carry on the good 
work by eating plenty of green 
vegetables and fresh fruits at this 
meal also, going easy on the rich 
desserts, :

. In some localities the water is 
hard; such water may dry and 
irritate the skin. Hard water does 
not lather well but forms a soiled 
looking curd with soap—and it 
wastes soap. Rain water is natu- 
rally soft and you girls who have 
a rain barrel are lucky. 


But tap water can be softened 
by adding one teaspoon of borax 
and one teaspoon of cooking soda 
to a basin of water. Boiling may 
be sufficient to soften some hard 
water but it is usually impractical 
for every day. Special hard-water 
soap can be bought. If your skin 
is sensitive to alkaline water 
softeners or to hard-water soaps, 
they should not be used. 


Bran, oatmeal and starch are 
good additions to the bath water 
when the skin is tender or irri- 
tated. Bran in a little muslin bag 
is allowed to soak in the bathing 
water and is squeezed into the 
water. Starch is used by mixing 
in cold water one-fourth pound 
of starch to one pint of water 
and boiling to a smooth paste, 
Keep it in a jar and use a table- 
spoon or two in the water when 
washing.

Place spoonful meat 
mixture on each large leaf; fold 
over, fastening with toothpicks. 
Brown in meat drippings; add wa- 
ter. Cover with remaining cab- 
bage. Cover; simmer one hour.

BOOK: “Los Angeles—A Guide 
to the City and Its Environs.” This

Hollywood, curiously, had a most 
conservative background. Unlike 
Los Angeles, it occupied little 
space in early Spanish or Mexican 
annals.

Tomatoes 
By Arthur Deute 


HATEVER may be said about 
W the country’s corn crop, poul- 

try supply and what not, it 
does seem that the populace has 
taken the tomato situation well in 
hand. Nobody can estimate the 
national tomato crop for 1943 be- 
cause the backyard production is 
scattered from coast to coast and 
from Canada to the Guif—as it 
should be. 

I have been noting grand plants 
full of great ripening globes. And 
other patches are ill-kempt and 
desolate, with the owners having 
lost much of their early interest 
and enthusiasm. But good patches 
and bad patches alike are pro- 
ducing results. 

Now the important thing is to 
make full use of the crop. The 
first few will, of course, be carried 
about with pride and displayed to 
the neighbors. Small boys and 
girls will carry them to relatives. 
And then they will be sliced for 
salads. And then stuffed and 
stewed and s0 on.

@ THE MAJOR VALUE of the 
home grown tomato crop, though, 
will be in the pack which is 
canned or made into pickles and 
condiments. As an all-around aid 
to general household cooking, the 
home canned tomato will reach 
a new high mark this winter. Of 
all the sauces which the Amerti- 
can housewife can make up readi- 
ly, none offers such a wide range 
of uses as tomato sauce. It is 
the life of spaghetti and macaroni, 
It puts zip and zest into meat 
stews. 

It takes the prosaic fried or 
broiled fish and makes him into 
a culinary creation. And the 
sauce itself is as versatile as the 
jobs it does. It is not just “tomato 
sauce”’—starting with the basic 
recipe for plain tomato sauce, it 
can travel with ease in a score 
or more of directions. Peppers, 
green and red, sweet and hot, 
garlic, spices, eggs, carrots, soup 
stock, wine and vinegar, cheese 
and butter and cream and just 
about all the edible herbs—basil, 
thyme, marjoram, parsley, chervil 
and on and on—all take turns 
making themselves at home with 
tomato sauce of the basic type 
and contribute flavors of their 
own to make “new dresses for all 
the old ladies to wear.”

The writings of the European 
masters of cuisine generally re- 
fer to the four basic or “mother” 
sauces, namely, brown, white, 
Veloute and Hollandaise. ° Why 
they fail to include a fifth— 
tomato—is beyond me, But the 
fact is that tomato sauce is a 
true primary sauce. Probably, 
too, it is the most ancient.

@ THE AZTECS AND OTHER 
NATIVE American tribes culti- 
vated tomatoes and made tomato 
sauces centuries ago and it is quite 
probable that they knew of this 
sauce before the Greeks developed 
brown and white sauces. At any 
rate, they knew of tomato sauce 
far back in the days when our 
European ancestors were still 
gnawing bones of roasted wild 
beasts with no thought of any 
sauce at all except the bloody 
juices which trickled down their 
chins and ran between their fin- 
gers as they sat hunched up at 
the mouths of caves or about open 
fires. Just as there is basic brown 
sauce, so is there a basic tomato 
sauce—simple and easy to prepare 
—the foundation from which all 
the variations begin.

© THIS BASIC TOMATO SAUCE 
is a mixture of olive oil, onion and 
raw tomatoes, cooked together, 
seasoned with salt and pepper, 
with garlic optional. Here is how 
it is made: In a heavy pot (iron is 
best) heat a couple of tablespoon- 
fuls of the best olive oil obtainable, 
As it heats, add a half cupful of 
sliced onion and let the onion cook, 
without browning. (If you under- 
stand and appreciate garlic, add, 
now a nubbin, cut and mashed, 
and let it simmer a few minutes. 
Now add a quart measure of 
chopped raw tomatoes (or canned 
tomatoes) and simmer, on a low 
fire, for three-quarters of'an hour. 
(Don’t hurry a tomato sauce). 
Then strain through a sieve, re- 
moving seeds and inedible skin, 
Return to the pot and simmer un- 
til the desired thickness is reached, 
‘Season with more salt and pepper, 
as desired, and this is a plain to- 
mato sauce ready to use with fish 
or meat dishes or with pastes.

From this start, the variations 
get under way; add a teaspoon- 
ful of chili pepper to make a 
Mexican tomato sauce. Chopped 
mushrooms and olives with 
grated cheese gives an Italian 
touch, more garlic and a little 
vinegar makes a Spanish Iinter- 
pretation. Chopped  pimento, 
minced ham, paprika, and a 
dash ‘of tobasco sauce, with all 
the fat from the frying ham, 
makes a good Creole Sauce,

WITH ADDED SLICED ONION 
and sliced green peppers, cooked 
tender but left in shape, the fill- 
ing for a Spanish omelette takes 
form. Have your tomato sauce 
ready and then scramble a half 
pound of chopped hamburger with 
or without a little minced ham 
or bacon. When the meat is well- 
browned, add the tomato sauce 
and you have a useful meat and 
tomato sauce to go on spaghetti.

Space out those seeds when 
you sow and thin the seedling rows 
to’ give each plant its own three 
to five inches of space and you'll 
find that production quotas are 
doubled. 

Green or wax bush beans will 
take about 50 days to maturity 
now and offer several weeks of 
good picking from plantings with- 
in the next week or so. The 
beetles won’t be as voracious as 
they were on our earlier plantings) 
and cooler weather does some- 
thing for bean flavor. By the way, 
tests in my gardens and in those 
of feHow gardeners show that 
newspaper coverings for the seed 
rows made the beans come up 
three to six days ahead of the 
unprotected furrows.

For a once-in-a-while treat, 
to help make those precious red 
points go farther, you can hardly 
do better than to serve this deli- 
cate, delicious specialty meat, in- 
stead of some more point-costly 
Sweetbreads are very 
perishable and every . butcher 
knows this and acts accordingly, 
so you can be sure of getting them 
fresh. As soon’as you bring them 
home, soak them for 30 minutes 
in cold water; drain. Then cook 
15 minutes in water to cover to 
which one tablespoon lemon juice 
or vinegar and one teaspoon salt 
has been added. Drop into cold 
water to chill. Carefully remove 
thin membraneous covering. Keep 
in the refrigerator until ready to 
use, but don’t keep them too long.

One pound sweetbreads, one-half

Directing the Allied Drive Against Europe's Underside 


ITH the Sicilian invasion, which breached the walls of Fortress - 


V Europe, General Dwight D. Eisenhower, the. Allied command- 
er, has again proved himself one of the great military leaders 
of the war. A strategical continuation of the other successful 
major operations under his supreme command—the British-American 
occupation of Algeria and French Morocco and the crushing of Axis 
opposition-in Tunisia—the invasion of Sicily provided, by all accounts, 
a masterly solution of a difficult military problem. It was the largest 
amphibious invasion of history, and that it was accomplished with as- 
tonishingly light losses apparently was due largely to an exceedingly 


effective co-ordination of land, sea and air forces. As in his previous 


campaigns in the Mediterranean theater; General Eisenhower demon- 


strated that he had the ability to direct as well as to plan. He had 
long been known in the Army as a brilliant theoretician, but it was not 
until the expedition to Africa that he had opportunity to lead any 
sizable force in an actual war operation. At the time he was placed 
in command of United States Army forces in the European theater last 
summer—which then meant the Americans in the British Isles—he 
was almost unknown to the American public. He then held temporary 
rank as major-general, was soon advanced to lieutenant-general and 


finally to general. His permanent Regular Army rank is only lieu- 
tenant-colonel, yet under him are serving such high-ranking and re- 
doubtable British warriors as General Sir Harold Alexander, Admiral 
Sir Aridrew Cunningham, Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur Tedder and 
General Sir Bernard Montgomery, and Lieutenant-General George S. 
Patton, United States Army. Considered by military experts to be a 
most important factor in General Eisenhower's success has been his 
ability to obtain a high degree of co-operation among his subordinates 
and their various commands. The General, who is 52 years old, 
makes his home in Abilene, Kansas. He is a graduate of West Point.
